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TRANSLATOR’S PREFACE 


The difficulties of the Hebrew tongue 

Many times during the last few years I have found myself 
wondering why I ever agreed to attempt to translate four 
Old Testament prophets into the English of today! It is 
true that scores of well-meaning people from many parts 
of the world had written urging me, in effect, to do for the 
Old Testament what I had done for the New. Many hun¬ 
dreds of people, both at public meetings and in private 
conversation, had asked me to do the same. Of course I 
was touched and pleased by their confidence in me, but 
it is extremely difficult to tell people in a few words why 
Old Testament translation present such, very different 
problems from those of the New. Apart from the fact that 
my own knowledge of Hebrew was rather sketchy, I knew 
intuitively, even before I made any attempt at actual trans¬ 
lation, that the task might well prove beyond my powers. 
I was grateful for an encouraging publisher, and even more 
grateful for the expert knowledge of Hebrew which the 
Reverend Edwin Robertson was prepared to put at my 
disposal. Even so my heart sank at the prospect: perhaps 
I may explain why. 

New Testament Greek, as we should all know by this 
time, was the common tongue of the Eastern Mediter¬ 
ranean in the days of the Apostles and Evangelists. It is 
not a particularly polished language, and although it can 
appear structurally complicated when used in the argu¬ 
ments of St. Paul, it is not beyond our capacities, I think, 
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to grasp its meaning and appreciate its flavour. It is possi¬ 
ble to feel at home in such a language. But who could feel 
at home in the presence of the monolithic grandeur of Old 
Testament Hebrew? Only, it appeared to me, a chosen few. 
There seemed to be no concessions to human frailty of 
understanding in these terse craggy characters. Message 
after message is packed full of power, and expressed with a 
terrifying economy of words. I found myself in full agree¬ 
ment with Martin Luther, who once wrote, “The words of 
the Hebrew tongue have a peculiar energy. It is impossible 
to convey so much so briefly in any other language. To 
render them intelligibly we must not attempt to give word 
for word, but only aim at the sense and the idea.” 


The matter of the Septuagint 

I had thought, in my innocence, that the Septuagint, 
that translation of the Old Testament into Greek, which 
was begun in the third century B.c. would lighten my path. 
But, alas, the practical help that the Septuagint translators 
could offer me in their version of these four prophets 
proved very small. Indeed, in the end, I felt bound to dis¬ 
card their version altogether, simply because I found my¬ 
self growing confused. The Hebrew conveyed to me a 
meaning which was quite often at variance with the Greek 
version. No one knows from what Hebrew text the 
Septuagint scholars worked, but it can hardly have been 
the same as that which is most widely accepted by scholars 
today. For the most part I found their Greek perfectly 
clear and intelligible, but it was baffling and disquieting to 
find that, when I was facing a real difficulty in the Hebrew, 
the Greek version provided me with something either quite 
different, or else—and I hate to say this—with a slick 
pious phrase. 


No Hebrew without tears 

So there was no escape, no Hebrew without tears! With 
every aid that I could lay my hands on I had to come to 
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grips with this forceful language. I wished that those who 
had so often, and so lightly, said to me, “Why don’t you do 
the Old Testament for us now?”, could have shared my 
feeling of incompetence. I had forgotten that in Hebrew 
almost every letter is a tensed muscle; I had forgotten that 
the most menacing diatribe could contain an untranslatable 
pun; and most certainly I had forgotten that some of the 
text itself is suspect or defective. Yet there was a challenge 
about it. I was awed, but I was also fascinated by the sheer 
authority of this uncompromising tongue. 

The question of style 

When I translated the letters of the New Testament into 
modem English my primary concern was to convey the 
immediacy of their message. In fact I deliberately neg¬ 
lected the intervening centuries and translated the com¬ 
paratively colloquial Greek into the ordinary English of 
today. It seemed to me then, and it still seems to me now, 
that this was the right method for me to use. But I was not 
unaware that in adopting this “short-circuiting” method I 
was deliberately destroying any period flavour. To illustrate 
this point I should like to draw attention to the work of 
another modern translator, Dr. Hugh Schonfield. Dr. 
Schonfield is a learned scholar and a Jew, and he entitles 
his work the Authentic New Testament. By giving his book 
such a title he did not mean to imply that every other 
translation was in some degree false, but simply that he 
had attempted to reproduce in his work the authentic 
Jewish background out of which the New Testament 
sprang. I am sure he succeeded in this, for no one could 
read his version without being well aware that he is read¬ 
ing a translation of works written a long time ago; in an 
utterly different milieu, by people whose traditions and 
ways of thought were very different from our own. I be¬ 
lieve that there is justification for both these methods of 
approach. As I see it, the important thing to Dr. Schon¬ 
field was to establish historical authenticity; whereas I was 
prepared to tone down all that was foreign and strange in 
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order to bring across the centuries what I believe to be 
a timeless message. 

Now this difference of approach has a strong bearing 
upon the problem of how we set about translating the 
Hebrew of the Old Testament prophets. For the method 
which I adopted in translating the comparatively simple 
Greek of Letters to Young Churches , for example, was 
applicable enough to those human, non-literary documents. 
But it is wildly unsuitable for the transferring into English 
of the dignified utterance or the passionate pleading of 
these ancient men of God. There is little hint in any of 
them of a conversational, let alone a colloquial, style. They 
were speaking in the name of the Lord and, like King 
James* translators 2,000 years later, both they and their 
later editors thought that only the highest language could 
do justice to the oracles of the Most High. 

The limitations of the Authorised Version 

In some ways, then, it might be thought that we already 
possess a version which cannot be surpassed in verbal 
majesty in the familiar Authorised Version of 1611. But 
no one could deny that the meaning of even the most 
beautiful passages is frequently obscure, and the sharp 
edge of what the prophets had to say is blunted by being 
enclosed in so beautiful a scabbard. I do not think that we 
know for certain from what Hebrew sources the translators 
of 1611 did their work, nor indeed can we even be certain 
of how sound their knowledge of that difficult language 
was. But we do know, thanks to the patient work of count¬ 
less scholars and textual experts of several nations, that 
today we are much more likely to discover what the 
prophets actually said. The translators of the Authorised 
Version can teach us much about the majesty, power and 
beauty of words. But we must never allow ourselves at 
any time to be bemused by words, however hallowed 
or precious. We must, I think, attempt a style at once 
more lofty than our common speech and yet not so far 
removed from us that our minds cease to receive the mes- 
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sage as God’s living Word and relegate it to the realm 
reserved for aesthetic appreciation. For the Bible was never 
designed to be read merely as literature. It is the record of 
God’s dealings with men and of the words which some 
of them spoke in His name. 

The question of Hebrew poetry — 

We must aim at a style which is both dignified and 
authoritative. We must somehow indicate the passages 
which are poetry in Hebrew by breaking up the English 
into rhythmical lines. I do not think that it is possible to 
reproduce Hebrew poetry by English poetry, and certainly 
not by English rhyming verse. We tend to lose more than 
we gain if we do this, and are apt to produce a light-weight 
jingle instead of a solemn cadence. The reason for this is 
not hard to find. Hebrew poetry consists of strong rhythms 
which are impossible to reproduce in English without 
destroying the sense. And, although the pun and the play 
upon words appear to be perfectly acceptable even in the 
most solemn situation, the idea of rhyme appealed no 
more to the Hebrew poets than it did to the Greeks or 
Romans. Next to the rhythm, the most notable character¬ 
istic of Hebrew poetry is the parallelism^— one statement 
followed by an echoed statement expressed in slightly dif¬ 
ferent words. For example, we probably all remember 
from the psalms such couplets as: 

Praise the Lord O my soul 

And all that is within me praise his Holy name . 

He will not always chide; 

Neither will he keep his anger forever . 

Hear my cry O God; 

Attend unto my prayer . 

or perhaps most familiar of all, because it is used so often 
in Anglican churches: 

O Lord hear our prayer, 

And let our cry come unto thee. 
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This parallelism is really an equivalent of rhyme. For 
just as we may expect to find a rhyme in poetry or verse, 
and find it satisfying to the ear, so the Hebrew would be 
expecting the echo of a thought in the following line. 
Indeed it is not very difficult for us to grow accustomed 
to this form of verbal “rhyming.” We can, therefore, only 
attempt a compromise with Hebrew poetry. We can sug¬ 
gest rhythms and reproduce parallelisms and use what 
seems to be the most suitable language. 

—and of Hebrew thought 

But of course translation is not as simple as all that. 
Hebrew thought is in some ways more distant from us 
than either Greek or Latin thought. To take a simple 
example, we normally regard the centre of emotion as the 
heart, though we can sympathise with the Greeks who 
could feel compassion in their bowels. But the idea of the 
kidneys instructing us in the night season (Ps. 16.7) does 
not strike us very happily. And the idea that God possesses 
our kidneys (Ps. 139.13) does not clearly suggest to our 
minds the thought that our whole physical being depends 
upon God. The fact that the translators of 1611 used the 
word “reins” does nothing to solve the difficulty. And here 
are a few more examples of the strangeness of Hebrew 
idiom. “Cleanness of teeth” (Amos 4.6) does not exactly 
suggest to us conditions of famine; we talk of empty 
mouths or empty bellies. To prophesy that the people will 
become a “hissing” (Micah 6.16) does not immediately 
suggest to us that they will become an object of scorn and 
contempt. They should to us be more hissed against than 
hissing. We do not normally talk of people “of unclean 
lips” (Isaiah 6.5); to us such people are more naturally 
described as foul-mouthed. Even allowing for poetic li¬ 
cence it is hard for us to see that murderous hands are 
“full of blood” (Isaiah 1.15); to us they are more naturally 
dripping with blood. To convey the idea of a human 
being’s impermanence by saying that “his breath is in his 
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nostrils” is not very convincing, since we cannot help irrev¬ 
erently reflecting that a man could always breathe through 
his mouth. The meaning of the Hebrew poet can only be 
conveyed by some such expression as, “who only lives 
while he breathes.” Further, we are faced again and again 
with that favourite Hebrew threat, that someone or some¬ 
thing “shall be cut off.” Now this means to us either mutila¬ 
tion, which is not what is intended, or else (such are our 
circumstances) we think of some public supply being dis¬ 
connected. But it is extremely difficult to think of a word 
which conveys the finality of that decisive Hebrew word. 

Some Hebrew poetic expressions have, through the 
beauty of the Authorised Version, become part of our 
own language. To escape by “the skin of my teeth,” to 
“grind the faces of the poor,” the “four corners of the 
earth,” and the “Ancient of days” have all been accepted 
from Hebrew poetry. Even that very odd expression “as 
the waters cover the sea” does not now strike us as foreign. 
But unless we are prepared to accept a version which 
shouts, “translation!” at every turn, there must be a certain 
modification of Hebrew idiom and thought-form. We 
should be able to know what the prophet meant and, to 
some extent, feel what he felt without being continuously 
and embarrassingly aware of the gulf of "2,600 years. In 
other words, we must try to place the emphasis on what is 
of eternal value and tone down the “accidents” of period 
and place. 


The difficulties of our sources 

This is, I believe, the right ideal to pursue in presenting 
the ancient Word of God to the modem reader, and if we 
were certain of the original Hebrew manuscripts it would 
not prove impossible. But unfortunately (and this fact is 
apparently little known to many devout readers of the 
Bible) in many instances no one knows for certain what is 
the original text. Sometimes the text is “defective,” which 
means that some word or words are missing, and some- 
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times it is “corrupt,” which means that later hands have 
altered, or made additions to, the original writing so that 
no one now knows what it was. Literally millions of man¬ 
hours must have been spent by the experts in comparing 
and evaluating the available material, and our debt to them 
is incalculable. And even when their work is, for the 
moment, done, there remain the frequently conflicting 
opinions of the commentators. 


One example from many 

Perhaps one simple illustration will show something of 
the problem of finding out what the prophet really said. 

In Isaiah 15.5 the Authorised Version renders the He¬ 
brew like this; 

My heart shall cry out for Moab; his fugitives shall 
flee unto Zoar, an heifer of three years old: for by the 
mounting up of Luhith with weeping shall they go it up; 
for in the way of Horonaim they shall raise up a cry of 
destruction. 

The Greek Septuagint reads: 

The heart of the Moabitess cries within her towards 
Segor; for it is a three-year-old heifer. On the ascent of 
Luhith shall they go up towards you, weeping on the 
road of Aroniim, She cries, Destruction and an earth¬ 
quake. 

The American Revised Standard Version translates: 

My heart cries out for Moab; his fugitives flee to 
Eglath-shelishiyah. For at the ascent of Luhith they go 
up weeping; on the road to Horonaim they raise a cry 
of destruction. 

And, Moffat, intelligible as ever: 

My soul cries for poor Moab, 
as they fly to Zoar 

winding their way weeping up to Luhith, 
wailing, “We are ruined” 
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What, we ask in bewilderment, has happened to the 
three-year-old heifer? Why did the R.S.V. reproduce that 
extraordinary polysyllable, Eglath-shelishiyah, without any 
explanation? 

Is it any wonder that the proper rendering of a single 
verse like this may take many hours of reading and 
thought? 


These four Prophets — 

For this attempt at translating Hebrew I chose these 
prophets, Amos, Hosea, Isaiah and Micah, partly because 
the period of their ministry was such a crucial time in 
the history of God’s chosen people, and partly because 
they pierce through a great many falsities (including reli¬ 
gious falsities). Time and again they touch the very heart 
of the matter—the way in which men behave towards each 
other and the way in which they worship God; and all of 
these prophets can see that those two things are insepara¬ 
ble. They are thus, as it were, clearing the ground for the 
revolutionary teaching that was to come with the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. 

The people of Israel had never been so affluent as they 
were when Amos attempted rudely to awaken them. But 
with prosperity had come inhumanity to man—“the rich 
got rich and the poor got poorer”—and the worship of 
the false gods of riches, success and security. Moral values 
had slumped and even common honesty and decent neigh¬ 
bourliness were being squeezed out by greed and corrup¬ 
tion. These four prophets could clearly see this galloping 
spiritual deterioration, and they not only denounced it but 
declared in no uncertain terms of consequences of moral 
and social evil. As prophets they “saw the truth,” and as 
prophets they were constrained to declare what they saw. 
They were not necessarily foretelling the future, although 
history proves what remarkably accurate prophets they 
were in that sense, but they had to warn, even in the most 
terrifying terms, a people grown deaf and blind to the 
truth. 
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—and what they saw 

All of these prophetic books include what we might call, 
if we only read superficially, “a happy ending.” But this is 
because the prophets could see far ahead. As in the “apoca¬ 
lyptic” passages in the synoptic Gospels, or in the Revela¬ 
tion of St. John the Divine, the earthly time-sense is in 
abeyance. Immediate future and far distant future are 
equally in focus. I do not myself see any cogent reason 
for supposing that these visions of a later people returning 
purified to their own land must be the work “of a later 
hand.” If these prophets could see, with remarkable ac¬ 
curacy, what lay a few years ahead, why not a few 
hundred or a few thousand years? 

But despite their visions, or, if we think more deeply, 
perhaps because of them, these proclaimed of the truth 
are solidly down to earth. They will not permit religion to 
exist in a vacuum. Unless man’s worship of God is 
matched by his just and fair treatment of his neighbour, 
then ceremonies, rituals, observances and sacrifices are 
nauseating to God. And they are highly dangerous to the 
worshipper because he is attempting to stifle his moral and 
social conscience by all the “business” of religion. He is, 
in fact, attempting to bribe God. This is what moves all 
of these prophets, in their different ways, to such violent 
indignation. 


The love of God and the love of man 

This declaration of the indissoluble connection between 
the way in which we love God and the way in which we 
love our neighbour seems to me unique in the religions 
of the ancient world. Many religions, though not all, have 
taught mankind to be merciful and charitable, but the 
Hebrew prophets are, I believe, alone in declaring the uses 
of religion to be entirely null and void unless men are 
treating their fellow men with mercy and justice. To a 
prophet of the calibre of these men it is not enough to drop 
a coin into the beggar’s palm; you must ask yourself, “How 
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far am 1 responsible for his being a beggar at all?” And 
this is a thoroughly relevant question today. 

This marriage of the love of God and the love of man 
was the backbone of Christ’s teaching seven hundred years 
later. Sometimes I think we forget that he taught quite 
categorically that we cannot be forgiven by God unless 
we also forgive those who injure or offend us. And perhaps 
not enough notice is taken of the only picture Christ ever 
painted of the last Judgment, recorded in the twenty-fifth 
chapter of St. Matthew’s Gospel. Here it is most plainly 
stated that the way we treat our fellows is an exact replica 
of the way in which we are treating the Son of God him¬ 
self—surely a piercing and devastating truth if ever there 
was one! I am myself not over-blessed with a historical 
sense, but I am amazed that these bold men were declaring 
such vital truth in the days of Homer, long before the 
hey-day of Athens, and when Rome, the so-called “eternal 
city,” was little more than a village. 

They speak with authority 

Despite the distance in time, the frequent unfamiliarity 
of idiom and the imperfect state of the Hebrew text, these 
four men speak with uncommon authority. All four 
strongly convey the sense that they are seeing the truth 
about God and man. There is something peculiarly com¬ 
pelling about men who have the deepest possible reverence 
for God and yet can say, “This is what the Lord says.” 

In these books there are some crude anthropomorphisms 
which offend our modern minds, and, naturally, the con¬ 
ception of God is a pre-Christian one. Nevertheless we are 
left with an overwhelming conviction that God is God, 
right is right and wrong is wrong; and that in itself is an 
iron tonic to us modems. For most of us today are afraid 
of denouncing evil for fear of being called intolerant; we 
are not allowed to be morally indignant for “psychology 
says” that what is making us angry is an identical fault in 
ourselves! We are not allowed to have any definite values 
of right and wrong, for all things, we are told, are purely

relative—though relative to what is not made clear. In 
these days we can scarcely spare a thought for the victim 
of vicious assault for all our sympathy is needed for the 
brutal and callous aggressor. We are frightened of sharing 
our faith with a fellow human being for fear of inter¬ 
fering with the sanctity of his private beliefs; we are even 
scared of living out the principles of the Gospel lest we 
are labelled contemptuously as “do-gooders.” 

But here in this world of nearly three thousand years 
ago human beings are far less self-conscious. They can be 
noble, wise, brave and good, but they can also be cruel, 
stupid, greedy, fickle or just plain wicked. We are back in 
a world of real people, potentially sons and daughters of 
the Most High, but making tragically wrong choices and 
treating each other abominably. But these four prophets 
assume always that men have consciences and that they 
have the power to choose their path. If they are beyond 
the reach of messages of sweetness and light, then violent, 
indeed terrifying, threats and warnings must be used to 
crack their dreadful complacency. 

These men were not in the least concerned to make their 
message “acceptable.” They were not out to placate the 
people in power or to conciliate the clever; their whole 
purpose was to speak “the word of the Lord.” Such voices 
of integrity, despite all the obscurities and difficulties of 
the text, still sound like a trumpet down the centuries. 

It seems to me (and Heaven knows any honest man 
can observe this in his own spirit) that human beings are 
forever trying to evade moral responsibility, while God is 
eternally trying to make them accept it, and thus grow up 
into being his sons. Because of this human tendency the 
world of the Bible is bound to be an uncomfortable world. 
For here God, not man, is master. Here God speaks and 
man, if he is wise, will listen with a proper humility. 

The need for commentary 

I have said more than once that a translator is not a 
commentator; his job is communication. I have done my 
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best to translate, not for the scholar but for the ordinary 
intelligent layman. I have tried, wherever possible, without 
distorting the Hebrew, to convey the Prophets’ message as 
clearly as I can. Yet I feel I must say that no one is going 
to get the best out of these four prophets without the help 
of some expert interpreter. 

I therefore recommend the following: 

The relevant sections in William Neil’s One Volume 
Bible Commentary , published by Hodder & Stoughton. 

The Torch Commentaries on these books, published by 
the Student Christian Movement. 

For those who want fuller treatment, there are books on 
these prophets in The Cambridge Bible Series; and the 
commentaries by George Adam Smith, published by 
Hodder & Stoughton in the Expositor's Bible , are excellent. 

For the fullest, most complete and scholarly commen¬ 
tary, there are the appropriate volumes on these prophets 
in the series called The International Critical Commentary, 
published by T. & T. Clark. Unfortunately in the really 
magnificent commentary on Isaiah, the book stops short at 
chapter 27. It stopped there in 1911, and I much hope the 
publishers will see fit to complete a task so competently 
begun. 

I would also recommend the work, which is both trans¬ 
lation and commentary on Isaiah, of the Roman Catholic 
scholar Monsignor Edward J. Kissane, published by 
Browne and Nolan. 

There is also the beautifully-produced Interpreter’s Bible 
published by the Abingdon Press. The section dealing with 
Isaiah is particularly valuable, as account is taken of some 
better readings made available through the Dead Sea 
Scrolls. 

The new Peake’s Commentary , published by Nelson, was 
not available until my translation was nearly finished. I did 
not use it then, but subsequent reading of it makes me 
recommend it warmly. 
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Cross-headings, etc. 

In my work of translating I have used cross-headings to 
break up solid masses of words since I began writing 
Letters to Young Churches in 1941. Many people appre¬ 
ciate them; a few detest them. To those whom they annoy, 
may I suggest that they ignore them? It will be noticed 
that the cross-headings are very simply worded; indeed in 
some cases they are what Mr. Punch used to call “glimpses 
of the obvious!” This is deliberate, for, as I said above, 
it is not my job to make comment or to lead the reader 
into some conclusion which may be merely my own opin¬ 
ion. There are some gaps without cross-headings; these are 
places where the thought is abruptly changed but any 
comment of mine would be bound to be tendentious. 

After some consideration my publisher and I decided to 
include verse numbers, albeit unobtrusively. This is for the 
benefit of students or schoolchildren who may be studying 
these prophets and need to find their way about quickly. 
But it is hoped that this will not interfere with the fairly 
fast reading through of several chapters at a time, which 
is often necessary to get the feel and sweep of the prophet’s 
heart and mind. In a few cases verses are replaced in what 
I think, after very careful thought, is more likely to be 
the original order. In a very few cases a verse has been 
dropped altogether because our improved knowledge of 
the manuscripts, not forgetting the evidence of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls, enables us to see where a copyist, unknowingly 
in all probability, repeated a verse, or simply made a small 
human error. These changes are obvious from the re¬ 
arrangement of verse numbers. 

A cknowledgements 

Any translator, especially one who attempts the books 
of the Old Testament where the text is doubtful, owes a 
great deal to the textual critics and to the commentators. 
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I have learned much from many scholars as I have made 
this translation, and it would be impossible to name them 
all. But I am sincerely grateful to them, and especially to 
the Reverend Edwin Robertson, who has scrupulously 
perused every word of my work and made the most useful 
comments. I must make it quite clear, however, that he is 
not responsible for the final choices that I made. I am 
particularly grateful to him for supplying the Historical 
Background which gives the proper setting to these urgent 
and moving messages. 

Apart from my wife, who throughout this task has been 
secretary, collaborator and critic, I must also thank my 
sister, Mrs. Thornton Weekley, for her help in the labori¬ 
ous business of typing and re-typing, checking and re- 
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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 

by E. H. Robertson 


There are times in human history when all the world seems 
astir. A wind blows through human affairs which cannot 
be easily explained by the normal channels of communi¬ 
cation. In popular parlance, we say that “something is in 
the air.” A few years ago Mr. Macmillan, the Prime 
Minister of Britain, described a similar phenomenon in 
Africa as “a wind of change.” Europe in 1848 felt the stir¬ 
ring of revolution, from Karl Marx in the British Museum 
to the turbulence of Central Europe and the insights of 
Kierkegaard. But one of the greatest stirrings in human 
history was in the century with which this book is con¬ 
cerned, approximately 750-650 b.c. It can be detected 
from Cornwall to China. 

As the Middle Bronze Age came to an end, Cornwall, 
so far almost isolated, began to feel the pressures of Celtic 
civilisation. It was in this century, the central part of what 
Karl Jaspers has called the “axle period” of human history, 
that Celtic refugees, pressed out of their homelands on the 
continent, and poured into Cornwall as far west as Land’s 
End. They made full use of the Cornish tin mines and 
brought prosperity and culture. They brought the tools that 
made the Bronze Age flower and skills that gave improved 
shapes to weapons, tools and utensils: a leaf-shaped spear, 
a double-headed slashing sword, a circular shield, a 
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socketed-axe, punches, small anvils, chisels, saws, sickles 
and ploughshares. 

Much the same was happening at the other end of 
Europe. The lake dwellers of Lake Constance had turned 
their dull existence into the beginning of a cultured civili¬ 
sation. Anyone who has visited that fascinating reconstruc¬ 
tion of the villages of lake dwellers which lies opposite 
the island of Mainau, at Unteruhldingen, will have noted 
the startling difference effected by this century of change. 
The life depicted in the dim, undecorated houses of the 
earlier period bears no comparison with the richly varied 
and artistic life shown in the later village, constructed 
during this “axle period.” The name is a good one. History 
turned round, like a wheel round its axle, during this hun¬ 
dred years and began to move in a new direction. 

Greece had not yet reached the glory of fifth-century 
Athens but Homer was writing and had already fashioned 
a language and a series of models for the greater drama¬ 
tists. Pericles had not yet built the Parthenon, but the skills 
he needed and even the artistic forms had their origin in 
the eighth century. There have been many theories about 
the writing of the Iliad and the Odyssey but it seems clear 
that Homer covers the names of many poets. All that can 
be said with certainty is that, among the many sources, the 
oldest come in the period 750-650 B.c. The wind blowing 
through the world fanned a spark of genius into the origins 
of European civilisation. 

Moving further east, we touch the lands of the first four 
writing prophets. They were the tiny countries of Israel 
and Judah, surrounded by quarrelsome neighbours and 
crushed between world empires. This was the period of 
Assyria’s great expansion and culture, as excavations con¬ 
stantly confirm, and it was the military exploits of this 
great empire which form the backcloth to the prophets’ 
words. Her power to crush was seen as the instrument of 
divine anger and this period saw terrible examples of its 
use. Egypt, constantly denounced by these prophets, as 
“a broken reed,” untrustworthy, was no decadent power, 
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as the most casual visit to Egypt can confirm. This was 
the century of Assyria’s might and Egypt’s culture. Further 
east the wind still blew. Zoroaster had not yet appeared 
on the Persian scene but he was probably born towards 
the end of this period, about 650 b.c. A characteristic of 
this century everywhere was that it prepared the way for 
great events. Just as those four early prophets gave warning 
of much to come and prepared the way for later prophecies 
of great beauty, like the Servant Songs of a later Isaiah, 
the pathos of Jeremiah and the rich imagery of Ezekiel, 
so in other parts of the world the wind stirred to life, but 
did not fashion to finished splendour. The preparatory 
character of the growth in Greece has already been men¬ 
tioned. It was the same in Persia. We know little about 
the period before Zoroaster came as a refugee but it is 
clear that the soil was well prepared for the growth of his 
teaching. The great battle between the powers of God and 
the powers of Evil could be dramatically portrayed against 
the Persian scene of this period. History seemed to be 
proving Zoroaster right. So deeply did his teaching root 
itself in the hearts of the people, that centuries later, 
Zoroastrians in large numbers escaped to the freedom of 
India when Moslem rule was imposed. The Parsees of to¬ 
day bear witness to the tenacious faith that needed no 
native soil to sustain it. But there were no Parsees yet in 
India nor Zoroastrians in Persia when Amos was silenced 
at Bethel. But the wind that sent him back to record his 
words in the solitude of Tekoa, blew also over the plains of 
India. In this period the Upanishads were written and Hin¬ 
duism was blossoming, in preparation again for the great 
reforming movement of Buddhism. But for the changes 
that took place in Hinduism during this century. Buddhism 
would have found no nourishment a century later. Even in 
distant China the wind that saw its results in Confucius 
and the Taoism of Laotse, blew steadily. 

Over the whole world the Spirit of God stirred the spirit 
of man. In Judah and Israel four men spoke in the name 
of the living God, conscious of why they spoke. They 
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knew nothing of the world movement but they were at 
the heart of it. Small and insignificant as Israel and Judah 
were, their geographical position gave them a grandstand 
view of world history and at times the game entered their 
box. Hie prophets were not political commentators, but 
they saw world events as evidence of God’s power in the 
world. They also believed that the whole of history was to 
serve his purpose in preparing his people. Thus their real 
interest was Israel or Judah, not world powers like Assyria 
or Egypt. They urged God’s people to obey God’s laws 
and promised great things if they did. Egypt and Assyria 
were just examples of powers that would bow before them. 
They warned God’s people of the consequences of dis¬ 
obeying God’s commands or living lives unworthy of the 
people of God. Again, Egypt and Assyria were used as 
examples. Their power illustrated the power of God and 
they would be used to punish God’s people. Even if they 
were much wickeder than Israel, they could still be used 
by God to punish. Their turn would come later. 

The great historical event which gave colour to the pro¬ 
phetic warning of this period was the fall of Samaria in 
732 b.c. when the whole of the North, Syria and Israel, 
was depopulated and organised as Assyrian provinces. 
Amos had warned of this and it had come to pass. The 
terrible events sobered Judah and her prophets, particu¬ 
larly Isaiah, were listened to. The general line taken by 
the prophets was trust in God and keep out of foreign 
alliances. It was good for Judah’s morals and also sound 
political advice. As a result Judah survived this dangerous 
century. Later, she interpreted her good fortune as a secui - 
ity guaranteed by the presence of the Temple in Jerusalem. 
As soon as magical confidence took the place of true reli¬ 
gion, the seeds of destruction began to germinate. Even¬ 
tually, even Jerusalem fell. But the prophets had seen 
beyond this and had taught a survival of God’s people 
beyond disaster. Their teaching has kept the Jewish people 
intact despite the centuries of persecution. 

This book contains a modern translation of all that 
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remains of the writing of these four prophets who had little 
in common except that they all spoke Hebrew, believed 
that what they declared was the Word of God to their 
people and their utterances were made at the turning point 
of ancient history. After this century, history took a new 
turn and we live in the aftermath and results of their 
words, spoken at the dawn of an age which was to include 
the coming of Jesus Christ and all the great religions of the 
world as we know them. No written material of any lasting 
religious significance survives from the period before these 
eighth-century prophets.

The Book 
of Amos 




The Book of Amos 


the prophet. Amos is the earliest of the four prophets; 
his was a short sharp ministry , exercised in about 755 B.C. 
Nothing is known of his family history, and we only know 
on the evidence of the book itself that he had been a shep¬ 
herd in the howling wilderness of Tekoa, and that he 
tended sycamore trees . Amos was a countryman , called 
not by some vision , such as Isaiah was given, but by a 
burning sense of moral righteousness and social justice. He 
was not a sensitive or emotional man like Hosea; he was 
stern, austere and uncompromising. We can imagine him, 
as he preached in Israel at Bethel, the centre of religion 
but also of luxurious corruption, as rather like a hard 
Calvinist from remoter Scotland confronted by the worldli¬ 
ness and luxury of London, New York or Paris. The fact 
that Amos lacked sympathetic hearing, and was officially 
denounced by the priest Amaziah, probably made the tenor 
of his message harsher than ever. 


THE theme. The prophecies of the Book of Amos are of 
almost unrelieved gloom. He can see clearly that the soft¬ 
ness and corruption at the heart of Israel will make her 
fall an easy prey to the invader. The future is so clear to 
the prophet that he sees the Assyrians advancing to the 
attack some years before they did in fact set out. 

To Amos, God was the Lord God of hosts, a Sovereign 
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who ruled the heavens as well as the earth, nature and all 
nations. In the prophet’s eyes God’s chosen people do not 
have a monopoly, so to speak, of the one true God. It is 
true that God has established a special relationship with 
them, but on this account he will judge them the more 
strictly. 

It should be remembered that these messages of denun¬ 
ciation were delivered in an atmosphere of unprecedented 
material prosperity, accompanied by a widespread decay of 
moral values and a wicked oppression of the poor. Disaster 
seemed most unlikely, yet within a very few years four 
kings of Israel had been assassinated, then Hoshea was 
deposed and imprisoned and Israel ceased to be a nation. 

The only note of hope in this book seems to be in the 
far future , when God’s judgements and punishments are 
over and the nation is restored to its own land.

11 cannot bear what he is saying, for Amos has declared: 

Jeroboam shall die by the sword. 

And Israel must go into exile, 

Far from her own country. 

12 Then Amaziah said to Amos: 

Get out, you silly dreamer! Run away to Judah, 
Earn your bread and make your prophecies there. 

13 You shall no longer prophesy at Bethel—

The Book of Hosea 


the prophet. Unlike Amos, who descended upon the 
Northern Kingdom from his home in Judah, Hosea is a 
native of Israel and writes from within the situation which 
Amos so terribly foretold. He begins his prophecies a few 
years after the message of the older prophet. The disasters 
have already begun, and Hosea speaks as a daily observer 
of Israels unfaithfulness and corruption, of her vacilla¬ 
tions and her obstinacy. He is plainly a man of feeling 
and passion. His own personal tragedy leads him to a 
far deeper understanding of the nature of forgiving and 
redeeming love. Yet it is not always cleqr whether the 
prophet’s experience with Gomer is teaching him about 
God, or whether he is learning about his wife from his 
understanding of Israel. The two run on parallel lines and 
flash a meaning across to each other . 


the theme. The general message of Hosea is complemen¬ 
tary to that of Amos. It is true that God’s laws cannot be 
broken with impunity, but with God there is always room 
for repentance and a constant invitation to return to his 
love. In Canaanite worship the Baal (or lord and master) 
was husband to the land, thus ensuring its fertility. So 
strong was this influence that by the time of Hosea the 
people of Israel were regarding the Lord himself as hus¬ 
band of the land. Hosea uses all his passion and poetry to 
make men see that the Lord is wedded to the people 
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morally and spiritually , and not to the land. He will treat 
them with justice, kindness and mercy; they must honour 
their side of the union by faithfulness, love and worship. 

Chapters 4-14 present great difficulties. The Hebrew is 
sometimes unintelligible, and the messages themselves ap¬ 
pear to be muddled and repetitive. No doubt this is partly 
due to the fact that they were delivered on different occa¬ 
sions and later collected into a book. But there seems to 
be some evidence that the confusion is due to the very 
great emotional stress under which Hosea is speaking. 
Promises and threats often seem confused , and the picture 
of husband and wife puzzlingly changes to that of a father 
and child. We need to remember that the prophet is “in the 
thick of it” himself feeling and suffering with his own 
people. 

Where Amos thunders of the wrath which must follow 
Israel's breaking of God’s laws , Hosea feels the whole 
tragedy as one of unfaithfulness and disloyalty in the face 
of God's unchanging love. 


CHAPTER ONE

The Lord withdraws his pity from Israel 

6 Gomer conceived again and gave birth to a daughter. 
The Lord said to Hosea, Call her by the name of Un¬ 
loved for I will no longer have pity on the house of 
Israel, nor will I forgive them any more. 

The divine deliverance of Judah 

7 But as for the house of Judah I will have pity on them, 
and I will deliver them by the Lord their God. It will 
not be by bow, nor sword, nor by horsemen in battle 
that I shall deliver them.

CHAPTER FIVE 


The Lord's stem warning 

1 Hear this, you priests, 

Pay attention, you house of Israel, 

Listen, you royal house! 

For this judgement is pronounced against you: 

Like hunters you have set your snares at Mizpah, 
You have spread your nets on the slopes of Tabor, 

2 And dug a deep pit at Shittim; 

But I am the one who is the hunter 
And all of you shall be my prey. 

3 I am the one who knows Ephraim, 

And Israel cannot hide from me. 

For now that you have played the harlot, Ephraim, 
Israel is defiled. 

Sin means separation from God

12 That is why I am the moth which rots the fabric of 

Ephraim, 

I am the dry-rot which ruins the house of Judah. 

The Lord is the only refuge 

13 When Ephraim saw how ill he had become, 

And Judah saw how he had been wounded, 
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Then Ephraim turned to Assyria 
And sent a message to the great king. 

But he has no power to cure your sickness. 

Nor to heal your wound.

1 Put the trumpet to your lips, sound the alarm!

your Israel! 

3 But Israel has rejected good with loathing—

8 Israel himself has been swallowed up; 

Already he has cheapened himself among the na¬ 
tions. 

9 They have gone up to Assyria for help.

And no concern of his! 

13 They make sacrifices to me and eat the meat— 
The Lord takes no pleasure in that! 

Now must the Lord remember their guilt 
And punish them for their sins. 

They must go back to another Egypt, 

14 For Israel has forgotten his Maker and built palaces, 
While Judah has built fortress after fortress. 

But I will rain fire upon his cities 

And it will devour his palaces and his fortresses. 
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CHAPTER NINE 


Exile is the consequence of unfaithfulness 

1 Do not rejoice, Israel, 

Do not celebrate like pagans! 

For you have played the harlot in forsaking your 
God. 

You have enjoyed a harlot’s fee 
On every threshing floor. 

2 There will be no threshing floor nor wine-vat to 

feed them 

And the promise of the new wine will fail. 

3 For they will not remain in the land of the Lord— 
Ephraim will go back to a new Egypt 

And they will eat unclean food in Assyria! 

4 They will pour out no wine before the Lord, 

Nor will they prepare sacrifices for him. 

Their bread will be the bread which is broken for

7a The days of punishment have come, 

The days of recompense are here; 

Israel shall know it! 

Wicked men hate the truth 

7b The prophet is a fool, is he, 

And the man inspired is a man insane? 
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This shows the depth of your iniquity, 

The depth of your bitter hatred! 

8 The prophet is God’s watchman over Ephraim, 
Even though there are snares for him everywhere 
And he meets fierce enmity in the temple of his 
God. 

p They have depraved themselves as deeply 
As they did in the days of Gibeah; 

He will remember their guilt. 

And punish them for their sins. 

The Lord speaks of Israels corruption — 

10 I discovered Israel 

Like grapes in the wilderness. 

I looked upon your fathers 
As the first fruit on the fig-tree 
In its first season. 

But when they arrived at Baal-peor 
They surrendered themselves utterly to BaaL 
They became as abominable 
As the thing which they loved. 

—and Us terrible consequence 

11 Ephr aim 's glory has taken wing like a bird— 

No birth, no pregnancy, no conception! 

16b Even if they beget children 

I will kill the darlings of their womb. 

12a Even if they bring up children 

I will bereave them till there are no men left! 

IS Ephraim’s sons are doomed to fall victims, 

Ephraim must lead his sons to certain slaughter. 

The Prophets interjection—a bitter prayer 

14 Give them O Lord— 

What will you give? 
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Give them wombs that miscarry 
Give them dry and withered breastsl 

The Lord's outraged love 

1$ All their guilt is centred in Gilgal. 

Yes, it was there that I conceived my hatred for 
them! 

Because of their evil doings 
I will drive them out of my house. 

I will not love them any more 

For their leaders are rebels against me. 

12b Woe betide them when I turn my eyes away from 
them!

CHAPTER TEN 

Israel's prosperity has meant 
increased wickedness 

1 Israel is a lush and lusty vine 

Which bears him luscious grapes! 

The more his fruit increased 
The more altars did he build; 

The more his land prospered 

The more he beautified his heathen pillars. 
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2 They are false at heart 

And now they must face their guilt. 

The Lord will split their altars 
And shatter their pillars. 

Confusion and disaster must follow 

Soon they will say, We have no king, 

For if we fail to fear the Lord, 

What can a king do for us? 

Empty promises, agreements falsely sworn— 

No wonder lawsuits spring up like poisonous weeds 
In the furrows of the field. 

The citizens of Samaria mourn 
For the fate of the calf of Bethaven. 

Its people shall weep and wail for it, 

Its heathen priests shall writhe for it, 

Yes, the thing itself shall be carried off to Assyria 
To be offered as a present to the great king.

And Israel ashamed of the counsel he followed. 

As for Samaria, her king shall be tossed aside 
Like a chip on the face of the waters. 

The high places of Aven, the sin of Israel,

11 Ephraim was a trained heifer

12 Sow justice for yourselves 
Reap the fruit of love. 

Break up the fallow ground 

For there is yet time to seek the Lord, 

For him to let his justice fall upon you like rain. 

Otherwise disaster is certain 

13 You have ploughed evil 

And you have reaped disaster; 

You have had to eat the harvest of your lying. 
Because you have trusted in your chariots, 

And in the number of your armed men, 

14 The din of war will arise among your people 
And all your fortresses shall be destroyed. 

As Shalman destroyed Beth-arbel 

On the day of battle; 

When mothers were dashed to pieces 
With children in their arms! 

15 This will be your fate at my hands, Israel, 
Because of the grossness of your evil. 

And in the dawn the king of Israel 

Will vanish and be seen no more! 
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CHAPTER ELEVEN 


The Lord tells of his love for Israel 

1 When Israel was young I came to love him, 

And I called him out of Egypt to be my son. 

2 But the more 1 called them 
The further they went from me. 

They made sacrifices to the Baals 
And burnt incense to idols. 

3 Yet it was 1 who taught Ephraim to walk. 

Picking them up in my arms. 

Yet they never knew that it was I who healed their 
bruises. 

4 I led them with gentle encouragement,

Who eases the yoke to free the jaws—

My heart recoils within me, 

All my compassion is kindled. 

9 I will not give vent to my fierce anger— 

I will not destroy Ephraim again. 

For I am God and not man, 

I am the Holy One in your very midst, 

And I have not come to destroy. 

The Lord will one day surely restore his people 

10 The Lord will roar like a lion, 

Yes, he will roar; 

And when the Lord roars 

His sons will come in haste from the west, 

11 Eagerly, like birds out of Egypt 
Or doves from the land of Assyria. 

And I will bring them back to their homes, 
Says the Lord. 

But now his people treat him 
with deceit and distrust 

12 Ephraim surrounds me with lies ^ 

And the house of Israel with deceit; 

Judah walks uncertainly with God, 

With the faithful Holy One. 


CHAPTER TWELVE 


i All day long Ephraim rounds up the breeze 
And hunts the scorching wind! 

They pile up lies and deceits. 

They make terms with Assyria 
And carry presents of oil into Egypt. 
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Israel used to live a life of faith 

2 The Lord has a quarrel with Israel: 

He will punish Jacob according to his ways 
And repay him according to his deeds. 

3a In the womb Jacob took his brother’s place. 

12 Jacob fled to the land of Aram, 

And there Israel worked as a servant to gain a wife 
And for a wife he herded sheep. 

3b With the strength of a man he strove with God— 

4 Yes, he struggled with the angel and he won! 

He wept and begged for mercy, 

He met God at Bethel 
And there God spoke to him: 

5 (The Lord is the God of hosts 
The Lord is his name) 

6 By the help of your God, return to him, 

Hold fast to kindness and justice, 

And put your trust continually in your God! 

But material prosperity has ruined him 

7 Swindler! He loves to cheat 
With false balances in his hand. 

8 And does Ephraim say, Yes, but I have grown rich, 
I have made myself wealthy? 

All his gains can never outweigh 
The guilt that he has amassed. 

9 I am the Lord your God since the days of Egypt, 

I will make you live in tents again. 

As in the appointed festivals of old. 

The Lord uses prophets for his purpose 

10 It was I who spoke through the prophets, 

It was 1 who gave vision after vision, 

And through the prophets gave you parables. 

If there is evil in Gilgal 
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They shall surely be destroyed. 

If they sacrifice oxen there. 

Their altars shall become like heaps of stones 
In the furrows of the field. 

13 It was by a prophet that the Lord 
Brought Israel up from Egypt, 

And by a prophet was he kept safe. 

14 Ephraim has given bitter provocation, 

And so the Lord will leave him alone with his guilt 
And fling his reproaches back at him. 


CHAPTER THIRTEEN 


Idolatry means indignity and disaster 

1 Whenever Ephraim spoke, men trembled; 

He was a prince in Israeli 

But the worship of Baal made him guilty 
And he died. 

2 And still they continue in their sinning, 

Casting for themselves idols in silver,' 

Made to their own design; 

Just the work of clever fingers, 

Yet they call them gods and worship them, 

With men giving kisses to calves! 

3 Therefore they will vanish like the morning cloud, 
Like the misty dew which disappears so soon; 

Like chaff that swirls up from the threshing-floor 
Or the smoke out of the window. 


The Lord, unrecognised, has been 
their constant deliverer 

I am the Lord your God 

Who brought you up out of the land of Egypt; 
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You have known no God but me. 

And I am your only saviour. 

5 It was I who knew you in the desert. 

In the land where there was no water. 

6 But when they fed they stuffed themselves; 

They were fed to the full, their hearts grew proud 
And they forgot me. 

But now the Lord will turn and rend them 

7 So I shall be a lion to them, 

I shall lurk like a leopard in their path, 

8 I shall fall upon them like a bear robbed of her cubs 
And tear their breast wide open; 

I shall crunch them like a lion, 

And tear them like a wild beast. 
g I will destroy you, Israel; 

Who can help you? 

10 Where is your king now? 

Who can save you? 

Where are all your princes to defend you— 

Those of whom you said, 

Give me kings and princes? 

11 Yes, I give you kings in my anger 
And remove them in my fury! 

12 Ephraim’s guilt is carefully treasured. 

His sin is safely stored. 

13 The pangs of childbirth are here, 

But he is a foolish child 

And will not come out of the womb 
When the moment of birth is here. 

The Lord plans utter destruction 

14 Shall I save them from the power of Sheol, 

Shall I redeem them from death? 

Death, bring out your plagues! 

Sheol, bring out your power to destroy!

THE BOOK OF HOSEA. 14 . 

I have no mind for compassion. 
r5 Though he may flourish like reeds in the water 
There shall come a wind from the east, 

The wind of the Lord, 

Blowing up from the desert 
Till his fountains are dried up 
And his springs are parched. 

It shall strip his treasury 
Of every precious thing. 
r6 Samaria must suffer for her guilt 

Because she rebelled against her God. 

They shall fall by the sword, 

Their children shall be dashed to pieces 
And their pregnant women ripped open. 


CHAPTER FOURTEEN 

Repentance is still possible 

1 But come home, Israel, come home,to the Lord 

your God! 

For it is your sins which have been your downfall. 

2 Take words of repentance with you as you return 

to the Lord; 

Say to him. 

Clear us from all our evil, 

Receive us in mercy, 

And we will repay with our praise and thanksgiving! 

3 Assyria can never save us 

And we will ride no more upon Egypt’s horses. 

No more will we say, My God 
To our own handiwork, 

For with you the orphan finds pity. 
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And the Lord will forgive and restore 

4 I will heal their unfai th fuln ess, 

I will love them with all my heart 

Now that my anger has turned away from them. 

5 I will fall like dew upon Israel; 

He shall bloom like a lily, 

He shall strike roots like the trees of Lebanon; 

6 His shoots shall spring up, 

His beauty will be like the olive-tree 
And his scent like the scent of Lebanon. 

The Prophet sees their return 

7 They shall come back and live beneath his shadow 
They shall flourish like a well-watered garden. 
They shall blossom like a vine, 

And their fragrance shall be like the wine o 
Lebanon. 

The Lord himself answers the nation 

8 Ephraim asks. What more have I to do with idols' 
It is I who have answered him, and I will care ioj 

him. 

I am ever-green like the cypress 

And from me comes all your fruitfulness. 

The issues are plain for any 
who would understand 

9 Let the wise man understand these things. 

Let the thoughtful man know them. 

For the ways of the Lord are fair and straight: 
Good men shall flourish in them 
But sinners shall stumble and falL 
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the prophet. The call of Isaiah (which he describes in 
Chapter 6) came to him in the year 740 B.C. At the time 
he was already married and had a young son whom he 
had named, characteristically, The Return-of-the-Remnant. 
He was a man of Jerusalem, who knew the city, its king 
and its leaders. His ministry continued there for some 
twenty-three years. He also had a fair and shrewd knowl¬ 
edge of the great powers which almost surrounded his own 
country. He was listened to with respect by the king himself 
as well as by the leaders of the people . Because of his 
knowledge of the political scene Isaiah was able to com¬ 
municate the urgency of the situation in terms which would 
be understood. 

This prophet, unlike the others, was a townsman, a 
courtier and an aristocrat. His writing is more naturally 
poetic in language and imagery, and he can see far more 
clearly than the others that the Lord is the God of all 
nations. He does not blurt out the truth for the mere sake 
of being outspoken. Devastating as many of his messages 
are, they rarely lack (when the text is clear) a certain polish 
and a potent high poetry. 

He was plainly a man of great personal courage, and as 
the years passed his reputation grew. He did not hesitate 
I to attack the rich and powerful for their evil and selfish 
1 ways. Once, at least, he reinforced the urgency of his 
! message by living barefoot and half-clad for three years 
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(Chapter 20). He was still alive in 701, but there is no 
reliable record of his death . 


THE theme. The basic theme of lsaiah*s teaching is that 
it is God and not man, who determines history, whatever 
appearances may suggest. Therefore true peace and true 
prosperity can only be achieved by quietly carrying out the 
will of the Lord. Clever political moves and alliances may 
appear advantageous, but they are useless and indeed evil 
if they lead the nation away from its trust in God. Isaiah 
sees the nation as estranged from the Lord, not only by its 
lack of faith in him, but by its pre-occupation with material 
prosperity and its utter indifference to the gravest social 
evils. Like the other true prophets of the period he saw 
injustice towards men as a flagrant offence against God 
and he denounced it accordingly. 

The prophecies collected in this book seem to mix warn¬ 
ings and promises, somewhat to our confusion. The reason 
for this is simply that God is offering man a choice. If the 
nation turns wholeheartedly to the Lord, security in the 
best, spiritual, sense is assured, even if there are considera¬ 
ble material losses. But if the nation persists in putting 
confidence in foreign alliances and continues to be greedy 
and corrupt, then the most terrible disasters are bound to 
follow. Nevertheless, even if the worst happens, Isaiah’s 
confidence in God is unshaken. Even after defeat and exile 
there will be the Remnant to return, chastened and purified, 
to their own land. 


CHAPTER ONE 


I This is what Isaiah, the son of Amoz, saw to be true 
about Judah and Jerusalem during the reigns of 
Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of Judah. 
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Israel's unfaithfulness 
has meant her destruction 

2 Let the heavens hear 
And let the earth listen. 

For the Lord has spoken: 

I have nourished children 
And brought them up, 

But they have rebelled against me; 

3 The ox knows its owner, 

And the ass its master’s manger, 

But Israel does not care, 

My people give me no thought. 

4 You are a nation rotten to the core! 

A people bowed down with guilt, 

A generation of evil-doers, 

Sons who cheat and lie! 

They have forsaken the Lord, 

They have despised the Holy One of Israel, 

And made themselves utter strangers to him. 

Can she not see her condition? 

5 Why must you invite further punishment? 

Why continue in your rebellion? 

Your whole head is sick, 

And your whole heart diseased. 

6 From the sole of your feet to the top of your head 
No single part is sound. 

Nothing but bruises and sores 
And still bleeding wounds. 

Which are neither squeezed out nor bandaged, 

Nor softened with oil. 

7 Your land is a desert, 

Your cities are burned down. 

Before your eyes strangers devour the fields you 
tilled. 

8 The daughter of Zion is left 
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Like a hut in a vineyard. 

Like a shelter in a cucumber field. 

Like a lonely watch-tower. 

9 If the Lord of hosts 

Had not allowed some of us to escape, 

We should have been like Sodom 
We should become like Gomorrah. 

The Lord requires righteousness—not ritual 

10 Hear the word of the Lord, 

You rulers of Sodom! 

Listen to the instruction of our God 
You people of Gomorrah! 

11 What use to me are your innumerable sacrifices? 
I am sick of the burnt rams offered to me 

And of the grease of fattened beasts. 

I get no pleasure from the blood of bulls, 

Nor of lambs nor of he-goats! 

Who requires such things from you 

12 When you come into my presence? 

I will not have you trampling my courts, 

13 Let us have no more of these gifts! 

The smoke of your sacrifices is detestable to me, 

I cannot bear your calls to prayer at Sabbath or 
new moon, 

14 With my soul I hate your fasts and festivals. 

They have become a burden to me 

And I am weary of carrying it. 

15 When you spread out your hands in prayer 
I will turn my face away from you; 

Yes, even though you make many prayers, 

I shall not listen. 

Your hands are dripping with blood, 

16 Cleanse yourselves; make yourselves pure! 

Take the evil of your doings 

Out of my sight! 

Cease to do wrong, 

17 Learn to do good. 
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Seek justice, 

Restrain violence, 

Defend the right of the orphan, 

Champion the cause of the widow. 

The Lord's invitation—and warning 

18 Come, now, and let us settle the matter, says the 

Lord, 

Though your sins are like scarlet 
They shall be as white as snow; 

Though they are red like crimson 
They shall become like wool. 

19 If you are willing and obedient, you shall live on 

the fat of the land, 

20 But if you refuse and rebel then husks will be your 

food. 

The present corruption of Jerusalem 

21 See what a slut the city has become— 

She who was once so true, 

She who was just in all her ways! 

Once a home of righteousness, npw a haunt of 
murderers. 

22 Your silver has become dross, 

Your wine spoiled with water. 

23 Your rulers obey no rules 

And are hand in glove with thieves. 

Every one loves a bribe 
And is greedy for his profit. 

They never defend the right of the orphan 
And the widow’s cause never comes up before 
them! 

The Lord promises retribution , 
and eventual restoration 

24 Therefore, says the Lord, 

The Lord of hosts, the Mighty One of Israel: 
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Ah, now I will enjoy my revenge upon my foes, 

I will avenge myself on my enemies. 

25 I will turn my hand against you; 

I will burn out all your dross 
And remove all your alloy. 

26 I will give you judges as at first 
And counsellors as at the beginning; 

And after that you will be called City of Justice, 
The Faithful City. 

27 Justice will be the redemption of Zion 
And of all those in her who repent.

CHAPTER TWO 


Jerusalem as she might be 

1 And this is what Isaiah, the son of Amoz, saw to be 
true about Judah and Jerusalem: 

2 In the last days it will come to pass 
That the mountain of the Lord 
Shall tower above the peaks, 

Lifted high above the hills, 

And all the nations shall swarm to it! 

3 Many peoples will arrive and say, 

Come, let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, 
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And to the house of the God of Jacob. 

He will give us knowledge of his ways, 

And we will follow in his paths. 

For the Law goes forth from Zion, 

And the Word of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

4 And he will judge between the nations,

Against all that is high and lofty— 

13 Against all cedars of Lebanon, 

Against all oaks of Bashan, 

14 Against all high mountains, 

Against all lofty hills, 

15 Against every high tower, 

Against every fortified wall, 

16 Against every vessel of Tarshish, 

Against every stately ship. 

17 And the arrogance of men shall be brought low 
And the pride of men be humbled. 

The Lord alone will be exalted in that day,

19 Then men shall get into caves in the rocks

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CHAPTER THREE 


Ruin and misgovernment everywhere 

1 See now, here is the Lord, the Lord of hosts removing

2 the staff of life, and water its support; the strong man 
and the warrior; the judge and the prophet, the seer 

S and the elder; the captain of fifty and the man of repu¬ 
tation; the skilled magician and the expert in charms. 

4 And I will make mischievous boys their leaders 
And let them be led by the nose. 

5 The people will oppress each other, man exploiting 

man, 

Yes, every man his neighbour. 

The young shall behave rudely towards the old 
And the inferior towards those of high repute. 

6 Then a man shall take hold of his fellow, 

(Whose family owns a robe of office), 

And say, You have a robe, you shall be our ruler, 
You shall be king of this pile of rubble! 

7 In that day he will protest plainly, 

I cannot repair the ruin, 

My family has no bread 
And there is no robe of office; 

You cannot make me ruler of the people. 

8 For Jerusalem has stumbled

Their words and their deeds defy the Lord, 
Insulting his glorious presence. 

9 Their besotted folly condemns them; 

They flaunt their sin like Sodom 
And make no attempt to hide it. 

Alas for them, for they brought evil upon them¬ 
selves. 
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/o Happy is the good man, it shall be well for him, 
For he shall eat the fruit of his deeds. 

11 But alas for the wicked, it shall go ill for him, 

For what he has done shall be his own undoing! 

12 My people are cruelly oppressed—by children. 

And their ways are ruled by women. 

Your leaders are misleading you, my people, 

They are confusing the path in which you should go! 

But the Lord condemns the rulers and leaders 

13 The Lord enters the court, 

The Lord stands to judge his people; 

14 And the Lord calls to account the elders and leaders 

of the people: 

It is you who have stripped my vineyard bare, 
Your houses hoard what you have plundered from 
the poor! 

75 What do you mean by crushing my people, 

By grinding the faces of the poor? 

This is what the Lord of hosts says. 

The doom of Jerusalem's fine ladies 

16 The Lord has also said: 

Because the daughters of Zion are high and mighty, 
Walking with their noses in the air, 

Flirting with their eyes. 

Mincing along with jingling anklets, 

77 The Lord shall strike their scalps with scabs 
And uncover what they keep hidden. 

75 In that day the Lord will take away the luxury of an- 
79 klets, headbands and moon-charms, ear-rings, bracelets 
20 and scarves, head-dresses, armlets and sashes, scent- 
27 bottles, magic charms, signet rings and nose-rings, 

22 party dresses, cloaks, stoles and handbags, revealing 

23 clothes, linen garments, splendid turbans and outdoor 
veils. 
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24 Instead of perfume there will be the stench of 

disease, 

Instead of a girdle there will be a length of rope. 
Instead of well-groomed hair a bald head, 

Instead of a fine dress a bit of sackcloth, 
Branding instead of beauty-treatment I 

25 Your men shall die by the sword 
And your strong men in battle; 

26 The city-gates shall mourn and wail, 

And the city sit upon the ground, desolate and 
forlorn. 


CHAPTER FOUR 


Z And seven women shall take hold of one man in that 
day, saying, We will earn our own living and wear our 
own clothes; only let us be called by your name and 
saved from disgrace I 


After judgement the Lord promises 
prosperity and security 

2 But the day will come when the green growth of 

the Lord shall be gloriously beautiful, 

And the fruit of the land shall be the pride and joy 
of Israel’s survivors. 

4 When the Lord has washed away the filth from 
Zion’s daughters, 

And rinsed Jerusalem clean from the bloodstains 
in her midst 

With the spirit of judgement 
And the spirit of purging fire, 

3 Then those who are left in Zion 
Those who remain in Jerusalem 
Shall be called holy— 
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All those in Jerusalem whose names are written in 
the Book of Life. 

5 And over the whole of Mount Zion the Lord will 

form a cloud by day 

And over her assemblies a canopy of light— 

A flaming fire in the darkness of the night. 

6 It will be shade by day from the scorching heat 
And a safe refuge from storm and rain. 


CHAPTER FIVE 


A parable in song and its obvious meaning 

1 Now let me sing about my loved one 
A song about his vineyard. 

My loved one had a vineyard 
On a sunny fertile hill. 

2 He dug up the ground and cleared it of stones, 
And he planted it with the finest vines. 

He built a watch-tower in the middle of it 
And he hewed out a vat for pressing out the wine. 
He expected it to produce grapes 
But all it produced were wild grapes. 

S Now, you who live in Jerusalem 
And you men of Judah, 

I ask you to judge between me and my vineyard. 

4 What else could I have done for my vineyard, 

What did I fail to do? 

Why, when I expected it to produce grapes. 

Did it produce wild grapes? 

5 And now let me tell you 
What I shall do to my vineyard. 

I shall tear down its hedge so that it is eaten up, 

I will break down its wall so that it is trampled flat. 
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6 I will make it a waste land. 

It shall be neither hoed nor weeded 
And briars and thorns will spring up in it. 

I will even command the clouds 
To drop no rain upon it. 

7 For the vineyard of the Lord of hosts 
Is the house of Israel, 

And the men of Judah the planting in which he 
delighted. 

He looked for justice, and, see, there is anarchy, 

He looked for righteousness, and, listen, a cry from 
the oppressed! 

Greed will lead to famine 

8 Woe to those who join house to house, 

Who add field to field 

Until there is no room for any but themselves 
In all the land! 

9 The Lord of hosts has sworn, and I heard him , 
Many houses shall be deserted, 

Fine stately houses with no one to live in them! 

10 Ten acres of vineyard will produce' only a few 

gallons, 

And the harvest of grain will be but a tenth of the 
seed that is sown. 

Self-indulgence means certain disaster 

11 Woe to those who get up early in the morning 
To begin their drinking; 

Who sit far into the night 
Inflamed by wine! 

12 At their feasting they have harps and lutes, drums 

and flutes 
As well as wine. 

But they are blind to the purpose of the Lord 
Nor do they see what he is doing. 
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13 Therefore my people have gone into exile 
With no knowledge of the Lord; 

Their leaders axe famished with hunger 
And the people parched with thirst 

14 Therefore the land of the dead has grown even 

more hungry 
And its jaws gape wide; 

Down go the nobility of Jerusalem 

And all her people 

With their noise and shouts of joy! 

15 Man is humbled; men are brought low. 

The eyes of the proud are downcast, 

16 But the Lord of hosts is exalted by his justice. 

The Holy God has shown hims elf holy in righteous¬ 
ness, 

17 While lambs graze in their pasture 
And kids feed among the ruins. 

Men who provoke the Lord’s anger 

18 Woe to those who pull guilt down upon themselves 

with cords of wickedness 
And drag their sin along as if by a cart-rope! 

19 Men who say. Let him mak e haste. 

Let him hurry so that we may see w hat he is doing! 
Let the purpose of the Holy One of Israel come 
closer, 

Let it be fulfilled, so that we may know what it is! 

20 Woe to those who call evil good, and good evil; 
Who make out light to be darkness, and darkness 

light. 

Sweet to be bitter, and bitter sweet! 

21 Woe to those who think themselves wise 
And fancy themselves so shrewd! 

22 Woe to those who are heroes—at drinking. 

Who are mighty men—at mixin g drinks! 

Men who release the guilty for a bribe 
And cheat the innocent of his right to go free. 
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24 Therefore as fire licks up the stubble 
And dry grass falls to ashes in the flame. 

So shall their roots be seen to be rotten 
And their opening blossoms seen to be dust! 

For they have spurned the commands of the Lord 
of hosts 

And despised the word of the Holy One of Israel. 

25 This is why the anger of the Lord blazed against 

his people, 

And he stretched out his hand against them, 
Striking them till the mountains trembled 
And their corpses lay like refuse in the streets! 

And yet his anger is not satisfied, 

And his arm is still upraised to strike. 

The Lord will use another nation 
for his purpose 

26 Then he will signal for a nation afar off 

And whistle for it from the other end of the earth. 
And suddenly it comes, swiftly, quickly, 

27 None fainting, none stumbling, 

None slumbering nor sleeping; 

Not a belt is loose, 

Not a shoe-string broken, 

28 Arrows all sharp, 

Bows all bent, 

Horses’ hoofs as hard as flint, 

Wheels like whirlwinds, 

29 With the roar of a lioness 
And the roar of young lions 

It will seize its victim with a snarl 
And carry it off, with none to rescue! 

30 His roaring on that day 

Will be like the roaring of the sea. 

The land shows nothing but darkness and misery. 
The light blotted out by clouds of dust. 
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CHAPTER SIX 


The Prophets vision and call 

1 In the year of King Uzziah’s death, I saw the Lord 
seated high on a lofty throne, while the train of his 

2 robes flowed over the temple floor. Seraphs hovered 
around him, each with six wings—two to cover their 

S faces, two to cover their feet and two to keep them in 
the air. They kept calling to each other, crying: 

Holy, holy, holy is the Lord of hosts 

The whole earth is full of his glory. 

4 The doorway shook to its foundations at the sound of 
their voices, and smoke began to fill the temple. 

5 Then I said, Alas for me—for I am finished! I am a 
foul-mouthed man and I live among a foul-mouthed 
people. For with my own eyes I have seen the King, 

6 the Lord of hosts. Then one of the seraphs flew to¬ 
wards me carrying a red-hot coal which he had taken 

7 with tongs from the altar. With this he touched my 
mouth saying, See, now your guilt shall go and your 
sin be forgiven! 

8 Then I heard the voice of the Lord, saying: 

Whom shall I send? 

Who will go for us? 

9 And I said. Here am I: send me. Then he said, Go, 
and say to this people: 

Listen and listen but never understand the meaning! 

Look and look but never see the point! 

10 Make this people thick in the head, 

Seal up their ears, stick down their eyelids, 

Or else their eyes will see, their ears will hear, 

Their minds will understand 

And they will be restored to health again! 

11 Then I said, How long, Lord? And he said: 
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Until they are utterly ruined— 

Their cities deserted. 

Their houses empty, 

And their land left desolate; 

72 Until the Lord banishes men to far-off places 
And most of the land is a desert. 

IS Yet if even a tenth of them remain, 

Even these must be burnt out 

Like the felled stump of an oak or pine. 

And yet this stump is a holy seed. 


CHAPTER SEVEN 


King Ahaz is alarmed 

1 During the time that Ahaz (son of Jotham, son of 
Uzziah) was king of Judah, Rezin, king of Syria with 
Pekah (son of Remaliah) king of Israel, came up to 

2 attack Jerusalem but failed in their attempt. When the 
king’s court was told, Syria has occupied Ephraim, 
the heart of Ahaz and of his people quivered as the 
trees in the forest tremble before the wind. 

But the Prophet is told there is no need to fear 

S But the Lord said to Isaiah, Go out with your son 
Shearjashub (Return-of-the-Remnant) and meet Ahaz 
at the end of the aqueduct from the upper pool, on 

4 the road to the Fuller’s Field. Tell him, Keep calm 
and do not be fearful. Never be afraid of the smoul¬ 
dering stumps of those two firebrands, Rezin of Syria 
and Remaliah’s son, with all their blazing fury. 


The threat will come to nothing 

5 Syria with Ephraim and Remaliah’s son has planned 

6 mischief against you, saying, Let us invade Judah, and 
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harass her. Let us break in and seize the city for our¬ 
selves and set up the son of Tabeel upon her throne. 

7 But the Lord God has declared; 

This plan shall not succeed, 

It shall never come to pass. 

8a Damascus is no more than the capital of Syria, 
And Rezin only the king of Damascus. 

9 Samaria is no more than the capital of Ephraim, 
And Remaliah’s sod is only the king of Samaria. 
Without firm faith there is no firm stand. 

8b (Sixty-five years from now Ephraim shall be so shat¬ 
tered that it will cease to be a people.) 

The Lord offers Ahaz a sign 

10, The Lord spoke again to Ahaz: Ask for a Sign from 

11 the Lord your God; ask for it in the depth of the 
underworld or in the heights of heaven. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, and I will not put the 

13 Lord to any test. Then I said, Listen, you house of 
David! Are you not satisfied with trying the patience 
of men? Must you try the patience of my God also? 

14 Because you will not ask, the Lord himself will give 
you a Sign. See, a maiden shall conceive and give birth 
to a son, and shall call him Immanuel, which means, 

15 God is with us. He will eat curds and honey before he 

16 is old enough to know good food from bad. Indeed be¬ 
fore the boy knows how to refuse the bad and choose 
the good, the land, whose two kings so terrify you, 

17 will be deserted. The Lord shall bring upOD you, your 
people and your father’s house such a time as has 
never been since Ephraim broke with Judah. 

The Lord will bring desolation 
to the faithless land 

18 For in that day the Lord shall whistle up the flics and 

19 the bees. And they will come in swarms and settle in 
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steep ravines, in clefts in the rocks, on all the thorn 

20 bushes and over all the pastures. In that day the Lord 
will use a razor, hired from the banks of the Euphra¬ 
tes, the king of Assyrial It will shave off every hair 
from head to foot and even sweep off your beard. 

21 In that day a man will keep only a young cow and 

22 two sheep. And because there will be plenty of milk 
from them his food must be curds; for any survivor in 

23 the land will have curds and honey. In that day every 
place which once bore a thousand vines worth a thou¬ 
sand silver shekels, will be a mass of thorns and briars. 

24 Men will come there with bows and arrows, for all the 

25 land will be briars and thorns. And as for the slopes 
which used to be worked with the hoe, you will not go 
there for fear of the thorns and briars. They will be 
no more than cattle-tracks and sheep-runs. 


CHAPTER EIGHT 


The Lord's strange command 

1 And then the Lord said to me. Write on some large 
surface in plain letters, This belongs to Quick-pickings - 

2 Easy-prey (Maher-shalal-hash-baz). Have it witnessed 
for me by two reliable witnesses, Uriah the priest and 

3 Zechariah the son of Jeberechiah. Then 1 , the prophet, 
went in to the prophetess. And when she had con¬ 
ceived and borne a son the Lord said to me. Now call 
him Quick-pickings-Easy-prey ; for before the boy 

4 knows how to say Dad, or Mum, the wealth of Damas¬ 
cus and the spoil of Samaria shall be carried off to the 
king of Assyria. 
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The Lord tells the Prophet of disaster, 
and confidence 

5 But the Lord had not finished and he spoke to me 
again: 

6 Because this people have rejected 
The gently-flowing streams of Shiloah, 

And take a fearful pride in Rezin and Remaliah’s 
son, 

7 Now the Lord lets loose upon them 
The strong full flood of the River— 

The king of Assyria in all his glory— 

Overflowing all its channels 

And pouring over all its banks; 

8 a And it will sweep on into Judah 
In overflowing torrents, 

Flooding it up to the neck. 

Judah’s safety in the Lord 

8 b But the outstretched wings of the Lord 
Shall cover the land from side to side, 

For God is with us! 

9 Consider this, you nations, 

And lose your nerve! 

Listen to this, all you distant countries, 

Prepare for war and lose your nerve. 

Yes, prepare for war and lose your nerve. 

10 Plan your plans and they will fail. 

Scheme your schemes and they will come to noth¬ 
ing, 

For God is with us! 

The Lord speaks personally to the Prophet 

11 This is what the Lord said to me, as I felt the strength 
of his hand upon me, as he warned me not to give in 
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12 to the ways of this people: Pay no attention to the 
rumours of this people, and do not be afraid of what 

13 they fear nor be in dread of it. It is the Lord of hosts 
whom you should honour, it is he whom you should 

14 fear and he whom you should dread. For he will in¬ 
deed become a sanctuary, but he will be a stone to trip 
over, a rock over which both houses of Israel shall 
stumble. He will be a trap and a snare to the people 

15 who live in Jerusalem. Many shall stumble, they shall 
fall and be broken. They shall be trapped and caught. 


The Prophet seals up his message for the future 

16 So I tie up my message and seal the teaching in the 
77 presence of my disciples. Then I will wait for the 
Lord, who is hiding his face from the house of Jacob, 
18 and I will rest my hope in him. See, I and the children 
whom the Lord has given me are living signs and 
omens in Israel from the Lord of hosts who lives on 
Mount Zion. 


There is no hope or truth, except in the Lord 

r- 

19 Then when they say to you, Consult the mediums and 
the spirits who squeak and gibber, then ask them. 
Should not a people consult their God? Why should 

20 they call on the dead on behalf of the living? Consult 
the message and the teaching, for unless they speak 

27 according to these, their light is but a false dawn. They 
will wander through the land, miserable and hungry. 
Hunger will drive them to fury and they will curse 
their king and their God. They will look up to heaven 

22 and they will look round upon the earth only to see 
darkness and distress, misery and gloom—darkness 
that no light can pierce. 
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CHAPTER NINE 


1 But there shall be no gloom for her who was once in 
misery. There was a time when he brought contempt 
upon the land of Zebulun and the land of Naphtali, 
but there will come a time when he will bring glory 
upon the road to the sea, the land beyond Jordan, the 
Galilee of the nations. 

The Prophet foresees the glorious future 

2 The people who moved in darkness 
Have seen a shining light; 

Upon those who lived in the land of the shadow of 
death 

The light has shone! 

3 You have made them exuberant with rejoicing 
And filled their hearts with joy. 

They rejoice before you as harvesters rejoice. 

As men who share the spoils of battle. 

4 For the yoke which bore him down. 

The bar which bowed his shoulder. 

The whip which drove him on, 

You have smashed to pieces 

As in the day of victory over Midiaa. 

5 For the trampling boot of battle 
And the garment stained with blood 
Shall be burned as fuel in the fire. 

6 For to us a child will be born. 

To us a son will be given; 

And government rests upon his shoulders, 

And his name shall be: 

Wonderful Counsellor, 

Mighty God, 

Everlasting Father, 

Prince of Peace. 
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7 His power shall spread unceasingly 
And his peace shall not be broken. 

He will reign upon the throne of David and over 
all his kingdom, 

To establish it and make it firm 
With justice and in righteousness, 

From this time onwards and for evermore. 

The jealous care of the Lord of hosts 
Shall bring all this to pass. 

The doom of Ephraim 

8 The Lord has sent a word against Jacob 
And it will fall upon Israel; 

9 And all the people shall know its meaning, 

Ephraim and the inhabitants of Samaria. 

For in their arrogance and impudence they say, 

70 Bricks have fallen 

But we will rebuild with dressed stone; 

Sycamore woodwork has been cut down 
But we will replace it with cedar. 

11 This is why the Lord prospers their enemies against 
them, 

And spurs on their adversaries. 

72 On the east, Assyrians and on the west, Philistines 
Devour Israel with ravening jaws. 

Yet his anger is not satisfied 

And his arm is still upraised to strike; 

13 For the people did not turn to him who struck them, 
Nor seek the Lord of hosts; 

14 So the Lord cut oil Israel’s head and tail, 
Palm-branch and rush in a single day— 

75 The elders and the men of honour are the head, 
And the prophet with false messages is the tail. 

16 The leaders of this people misled them, 

And those who followed were lost. 

77 Therefore the Lord will take no pleasure in their 
young men, 
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And show no pity for their orphans and widows. 
For every one of them is godless and wicked. 
Blasphemy is on every lip. 

Yet his anger is not satisfied 

And his arm is still upraised to strike. 

The final horror—civil war 

18 For wickedness has burnt like a fire. 

Eating up thorns and briars, 

Firing the thickets in the forest 

Till they twist upwards in a rolling column of 
smoke. 

19 It is the anger of the Lord of hosts which burnt the 

land. 

And the people preyed upon each other. 

20 They sliced on the right hand, and were still hungry, 
They ate on the left hand, and were not satisfied. 
None will have pity for his brother, 

But each will devour his neighbour’s flesh— 

21 Manasseh tearing at Ephraim, and Ephraim at 

Manasseh, 

And both together tearing at Judah. 

Yet his anger is not satisfied 

And his arm is still upraised to strike. 

1 And woe to those who make iniquitous decrees 
And write inh uman orders, 

2 So that they rob the needy of their rights 
And cheat the poor of their rightful due; 

So that widows become their vic tims 
And orphans their easy prey. 

3 What will you do then, in the day of judgement. 
When the storm from afar breaks upon you? 

To whom will you run for help, 

And where will you leave your plunder? 

How will you avoid cowering among the prisoners. 
Or falling under the corpses of the slain? 

Yet his anger is not satisfied 
And his arm is still upraised to strike. 
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CHAPTER TEN 


The arrogance of Assyria 

5 And now for Assyria, the whip of my anger 
And the lash of my indignation! 

6 I send him against a faithless nation, 

I command him to attack the people who have 
angered me, 

To rob them of their treasure and seize their wealth, 
To trample them down like mud in the streets. 

7 But this is not how he thinks, 

And this is not his plan. 

His intention is to destroy; 

To exterminate many nations. 

8 He says, Are not my captains as good as kings? 

9 What difference is there between Calno and 

Carchemish, 

Between Hamath and Arpad? 

What difference is there between Samaria and Da¬ 
mascus? 

10 Since my own hand has seized idol-loving kingdoms, 
Whose graven images were bigger than those of 

Jerusalem and Samaria, 

11 Shall I not treat Jerusalem and her idols as I have 

treated Samaria and her images? 


The Lord will punish Assyria’s pride 

12 When the Lord has completed his work on mount 
Zion and on Jerusalem, he will punish the impudent 
boasting of the king of Assyria for his arrogant pride. 

13 For he says: 

By the strength of my own hand have I done this, 
And by my clever plans—for I am a man of under¬ 
standing. 
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I have moved the frontiers of nations, 

I have robbed them of their treasures; 

I have toppled their kings into the dust! 

14 My hand has reached out, as if into a nest. 

To grasp the wealth of the nations. 

Like a man collecting eggs 
I have ransacked the whole earth; 

And no one fluttered a wing at me, 

And none dared open his beak in protest! 

Such pride is intolerable 

15 Is the axe to set itself up against him who wields it? 
Is the saw to think itself greater than he who uses it? 
It would be like a stick swinging the man who 

lifts it. 

Or a wooden staff brandishing a man, who is no 
thing of wood! 

16 Therefore the Lord, the Lord of hosts, 

Shall send a wasting sickness into his flourishing 
body. 

Beneath his glory a fire will be kindled 
Which bums like a flame, 

18b Consuming soul and body. 

Till he wastes away like a man diseased, 

17 The light of Israel shall become a fire 
And his Holy One a burning flame. 

In one day it shall bum up his thorns and briars, 
18a His splendid woods and fruitful fields, 

19 Till any trees left will be so few 
That any child could count them. 

The Prophet sees the distant future 

20 In that day the survivors of Israel and those who are 
left of the house of Jacob will no longer lean upon 
him that struck them, but will lean in faithful trust 

21 upon the Lord, the Holy One of Israel. All who are 
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left, the survivors of Jacob, will return to the mighty 

22 God. For though the people of Israel are like the sand 
of the sea, only a band of survivors will return. De¬ 
struction has been determined, to prove beyond doubt 

23 the righteous purpose of the Lord. For the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, will complete the destruction he has 
determined, for all the world to see. 

The Lord reassures his people in the present crisis 

24 Therefore the Lord, the Lord of hosts, says this: My 
people, who live in Zion, never be afraid of the Assyr¬ 
ians, though they strike you with clubs and whip you 

25 as the Egyptians did long ago. For within a little while 
my anger will be spent, and my wrath shall be turned 

26 to destroy them. The Lord of hosts will brandish a 
whip over them as when he struck Midian at the rock 
of Oreb. And he will raise his stick over the sea as he 

27a did against Egypt. And in that day Assyria’s burden 
b will drop from your shoulders and his yoke will be 
lifted from your neck. 

Assyria moves swiftly towards Jerusalem — 

27c Assyria has left Rimmon, 

28 He has reached Aiath; 

He has passed through Migron, 

And left his baggage at Michmash; 

29 They have crossed the ravine 
And lodged for the night at Geba. 

Ramah trembles in fear, 

Gibeah of Saul is in full flight 

30 Cry out in alarm, daughter of Gallim, 

Listen to her, Laishah, 

Echo her cry, Anathoth! 

3 J Madmenah has fled. 

The inhabitants of Gebim run for safety. 

Today his halting-place is Nob, 
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He will shake his fist 

At the Mount of the daughter of Zion, 

At the hill of Jerusalem. 

—but the Lord can check his progress 

33 Yet see, the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

Will lop Assyria’s boughs with fearful force. 
The tall trees will be hewn down. 

And the high and mighty will be brought low. 

34 He will cut away the thickets of the forest. 
And the majestic cedars of Lebanon shall falL 


CHAPTER ELEVEN 


The Prophet foresees the future king 

1 Out of the felled stump of Jesse a shoot shall spring, 
Out of his roots a strong sapling shall rise. 

2 Upon him will rest the Spirit of the Lord— 

The spirit of wisdom and insight. 

The spirit of just-dealing and power. 

The spirit of knowledge and reverence for the Lord. 

3 He will not judge by appearances, 

He will not make decisions by hearsay; 

4 But he will pronounce justice for the needy 
And make fair decisions for the poor. 

His verdicts will strike down the merciless 
And his pronouncements will be death to the 
wicked. 

5 He will be girded around his waist with justice 
And with faithfulness around his loins. 

6 The wolf shall live in peace with the Iamb 
And the leopard will share his bed with the kid. 
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The lion shall eat straw like an ox, 

While calf and young lion shall feed together; 

And they will be herded by a little child. 

7 The cow and the bear will be friends with each 

other 

While their young shall nestle down together. 

8 The suckling baby shall play over the hole of an asp 
And the weaned child toddle around the viper’s 

nest 

p None shall hurt and none shall kill in all my holy 
mountain; for the land shall be as full of the knowl¬ 
edge of the Lord as the seas are filled with water. 


The Prophet foretells the Lord’s work 
of restoration 

10 In that day the shoot of Jesse shall stand as a flag to 
rally the peoples. The nations shall consult him and 
his dwelling-place shall be famous. 

11 In that day the Lord will again raise his hand to 
recover the survivors of his people—from Assyria, 
from Egypt, from Pathros, from Cush, from Elam, 
from Shinar, from Hamath and from-all the islands 
of the sea. 

12 He will raise a standard for the nations 

And he will gather together the outcasts of Israel. 

He will bring in the scattered people of Judah 

From the corners of the earth. 

13 Envy of Ephraim will come to an end 

And those who trouble Judah shall be destroyed. 

Ephraim shall not be jealous of Judah

There shall no Arab pitch his tent, 

Nor shepherd feed his flock.

16 The onlookers stare hard at you 
Considering you with narrowed eyes— 

Is this the man who caused the earth to tremble

17 Who turned the world into a wilderness

To go back to his home? 

18 The kings of the nations sleep in glory. 

Each in his own tomb; 

19 But you are thrown out without a grave,

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Flung down among the corpses

1 Egypt’s summer capital, near the border of Palestine, 
and therefore the court best known to Isaiah. 
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How can you say to Pharaoh, 

A son of the wise am I, a son of ancient kings? 

12 Where are your wise men, then, who can tell you 
And let you know what the Lord of hosts has 
planned against Egypt? 

i j The princes of Zoan are bemused, 

The princes of Memphis are deluded, 

And the leading men in her tribes have led Egypt 
astray. 

14 The Lord has so addled their wits within them 
That they make Egypt stagger in all her ways 
As a drunkard staggers vomiting. 

15 Nothing is being done in Egypt 
From top to bottom, by palm or reed. 

Egypt's terror of Judah, and 
her conversion to the Lord 

16 In that day the Egyptians will become like women, 
and tremble with fear as the hand of the Lord of hosts 

17 swings over them. And the land of Judah will become 
a terror to the Egyptians and the very mention of it 
will make them dread what the Lord of hosts has 
planned against them. 

18 In that day there will be no less than five cities in 
the land of Egypt speaking the language of Canaan 
and owing allegiance to the Lord of hosts, and one of 
these cities will be called the City of Righteousness. 

19 In that day there will be an altar to the Lord in the 
centre of Egypt and a pillar set up to him on her

15 This is what the Lord God of hosts says: Come, go to 
Shebna, this steward over the royal household, and 

16 say, What right have you to be here, what family do 
you possess that you should hew out a tomb for your¬ 
self here? Why should you hew out your tomb on the 
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77 height and carve out a house for yourself in the rock? 
See, you mighty man, the Lord will send you hurtling 

7 8 through the air—he will take firm hold of you, roll 
you up into a ball and hurl you into a vast and distant 
land. There you shall die and there you shall have 
your glorious tomb, you disgrace to your master’s 

79 house! I will depose you from your office and drag 

20 you down from where you stand. In that day I will 

27 call my servant Eliakim, the son of Hilkiah, and 

clothe him with your robe and tie round him your 
girdle and I will put your authority into his hand and 
he shall become a father to those who live in Jeru- 

22 salem and to the house of Judah. I will put the key of 
the house of David upon his shoulder, and when he 
opens no man can shut, and when he shuts no man 

23 can open. And I will make him secure, like a peg 
driven firmly home, and he will bring great honour 

24 to his father’s house. Then the whole weight of his 
family will hang upon him, relatives and dependents, 

25 all the common vessels from cups to pitchers. And 
when this has happened, says the Lord of hosts, the 
peg that was firmly driven home will give way; it will 
be wrenched out and will fall, and the burden which 
hung upon it will come crashing down. 'This is what 
the Lord says.

8 Who has planned such a thing 
Against Tyre, that queen of cities. 

Whose merchants were princes among men, 

And whose traders were the envy of the world? 

9 The Lord of hosts has planned it. 

To rob their pride of all its glory 

And dishonour what is honoured upon earth. 

10 Now flow out over your lands, Tarshish, 

For the barriers are no more! 

11 For the Lord has stretched out his hand against the 
sea 

And has made the kingdoms tremble. 

He has issued an order against Canaan 
That her strong forts should be destroyed; 

He has said. You shall exult no more. 

You ravished daughter of Sidon! 

Rise and cross over to Cyprus; 

Even there you will find no rest. 

no 
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13 Look at the land of the Chaldeans, a nation no longer; 
the Assyrians have made it fit for the beasts of the 
desert. They destroyed its cities; they set up their 
earthworks and ruined its defences. 

14 Weep and wail, you ships of Tarshish, 

For your harbour is destroyed 

And you have no port to enter. 

J5 In that day, Tyre shall be forgotten for seventy years, 
for the lifetime of a king. Tyre will be like the harlot 
in the ditty: 

16 Take up your harp, 

Mix with the throng, 

Harlot forgotten by men. 

Use all your art, 

Sing us your song, 

And you’ll be remembered again! 

17 At the end of seventy years the Lord will restore Tyre 
and she will return to her business and she will traffic 
with all the kingdoms of the world upon the face of 

18 the earth. The proceeds of her trade shall be dedicated 
to the Lord; they shall not be stored up nor hoarded, 
but what she has gained shall provide food in abun¬ 
dance and clothes of splendour for the people of the 
Lord.

10 The city is in chaos, fallen and broken. 

Every house is barred so that none can enter, 

11 In the streets they shout for wine. 

Darkness is falling on joy after joy 

And laughter is banished from the earth. 

12 The city is left desolate 

And its gates are battered ruins. 

IS The people who remain on earth will be few. 

Few as the olives left when the tree has been beaten, 
Few as the gleanings of grapes when the vintage is 
done. 
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The time for rejoicing is not yet 

14 They lift up their voices, they sing for joy; 

They cry aloud from the sea at the majesty of the 
Lord. 

15 Therefore glorify the Lord in eastern lands, 

And praise the name of the Lord, the God of Israel, 
on western shores. 

16 From the ends of the earth we hear songs of praise, 
Glory for the righteous! 

But I say, I am wretched, 

I am drawn with misery, for I see 
Wicked men dealing wickedly, 

Yes, wicked men dealing wickedly in wickedness. 

17 Terror and pitfall and snare await you, 

You who live on the earth! 

18 The man who flees from the sound of terror 
Shall fall into the pit, 

And he who climbs up from the pit 
Shall be caught in the snare. 

For the windows of heaven are opened, 

And the foundations of the earth are shaken. 

Ip The earth is broken in pieces. 

The earth is split apart, 

The earth is shaken to the core, 

20 The earth staggers like a drunken man 
And sways like a crazy shack. 

Its sins lie heavy upon it, 

And it falls to rise no more. 

21 On that day the Lord will punish 
The host of heaven in heaven 

And the kings of the earth on earth. 

22 They will be herded like prisoners in a cell 
And penned together in prison, 

And after many days they will be punished.

9 My soul longs for you in the night, 

Yes, I seek you with all my heart. 

For when your judgements descend upon the earth 
The inhabitants of the world learn what is right. 

10 But if favour is shown to the wicked 
He does not learn to do right; 

Even in a land of justice he acts wickedly 
And fails to see the majesty of the Lord. 

11 Lord, your hand is poised to strike, but they see 
nothing! 

Now let them see, to their confusion, your jealous 
care for your people. 

Let fire burn up those who would oppose you, O 
Lord, 

But order for us peace and prosperity. 

For we recognize your hand in all our deeds. 
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O Lord, our God, other lords beside you have been 
our masters, 

But now it is your name only which we acknowl¬ 
edge. 

14 They are dead men who live no more, 

They are ghosts who will never return. 

For you visited and destroyed them 
And wiped them from our memory.

And shut your doors behind you.

2 Sing now a song of a pleasant vineyard: 

5 I, the Lord, am guarding it. 

Hour by hour I water it. 

Day and night I guard it. 

Lest a single leaf be missing. 

4 I have no wrath in my heart. 

But if there were thorns and briars 
I would do battle with them and crush them, 

I would burn them up together. 

5 Cling to me for protection; 

Make peace with me. 

With me make peace! 

6 The day will come when Jacob shall take root; 
Israel shall blossom and flourish, 

Till the whole world is filled with his fruit. 

The Lord’s punishment is not purposeless 

7 Has he struck them as hard as he struck their 

oppressors? 

Have they known death as those who killed them 
have known it? 

8 He has dealt with them by dismissing them, by 

banishing them. 

He has driven them away by his fierce blast, 

Like the scorching wind from the desert. 
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9 Yet only in this way shall the guilt of Jacob be 
removed, 

And only thus can the fruit of his forgiveness be 
shown; 

They must smash their stone altars into pounded 
chalk, 

And leave no sacred pole or incense altar standing. 

10 For the fortified city is desolate, 

A house deserted and forsaken as the desert. 

There grazes a calf, 

There he lies down, there he nibbles the branches. 

11 When the boughs are dry they break 

And women come and use them for firewood. 

For this is a people with no eyes to see; 

Therefore their maker shows them no mercy, 

And their Creator shows them no kindness. 


Yet again the promise of final restoration 

12 In that day the Lord will thresh out the grain from the 
river Euphrates to the brook of Egypt. And you will 
be picked up one by one, you people of Israel. In that 
day a great trumpet will sound, and those who were 
lost in the land of Assyria and those who were out¬ 
casts in the land of Egypt will come and worship the 
Lord on the holy mountain in Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER TWENTY-EIGHT 


The Prophet condemns the dissolute nobility 

Why this crown of pride on Ephraim’s drunken 
head! 

Why the glorious beauty of frail flowers 
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Which wreathe the fertile valley.

2 Beware! The Lord’s agent is strong and powerful. 
Like a storm of hail, a hurricane of havoc, 

like a torrent of rain, flooding and flattening. 
Flung down with fury upon the earth! 

3 The crown of pride on Ephraim’s drunken head 
Shall be trampled underfoot, 

4 And the glorious beauty of frail flowers 
Which wreathe the fertile valley 

Shall be like the first ripe fig of the season. 

Seen, seized and swallowed all in a moment! 

What will be—and what is! 

5 In that day the Lord of hosts shall himself be a 

crown of glory 

And a diadem of beauty for the survivors of his 
people. 

6 He will give wisdom to those who sit in judgement 
And strength to those who defend the gate. 

7 Yet here in Jerusalem men reel with wine 
And stagger with strong drink. 

Priest and prophet reel in their cups, 

They are befuddled with wine. 

They stagger with strong drink. 

Their very visions are distorted. 

They stumble over their words of judgement. 

8 The sacred tables are covered with filthy vomit. 
There is not a place that is clean. 

The revellers mock the Prophet — 

9 Who is he trying to teach? 

Who is he trying to instruct? 

Are we just weaned, 

Are we children just taken from the breast, 
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Do we have to learn that 
The-law-is-the-law-is-the-law, 
The-rule-is-the-rule-is-the-rule, 

A little bit here, a little bit here? 

—and he replies 

11 Yes, with stuttering lips and a foreign tongue 
Will the Lord speak to this people. 

12 He once said to them: 

This is the rest you may give to the weary, 

This is the true refreshing, 

And yet they would not hear. 

/3 (So the word of the Lord shall be to them: 
The-law-is-the-Iaw-is-the-Iaw, 
The-rule-is-the-rule-is-the-rule, 

A little bit here, a little bit there. 1 ) 

So they go stumbling backwards, 

To be broken and trapped and captured. 

It is time to stop mockery and face reality 

14 Therefore listen to the word of the Lord, you 

scoffers 

Who rule this people in Jerusalem! 

15 Because you say, We have struck a bargain with 

death, 

We have made an agreement with the underworld, 
When the overwhelming flood passes through 
It will not reach us, 

For we have hidden behind a lie 
And taken refuge behind deceit; 

16 Therefore this is what the Lord God says: 

Here I lay the foundation of Zion, 

A stone, a well-tested stone, 

1 The manuscript evidence for this part of the verse is 
uncertain. 
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A precious comer stone, solid and secure: 

The man who trusts in me shall rest unmoved. 

17 I will make justice my line 
With righteousness its plummet; 

Then hail will sweep away the refuge of lies 
And floods will overwhelm your shelter. 

18 Then your bargain with death will be cancelled, 
And your agreement with the underworld broken. 
When the overwhelming flood passes through 

You will be beaten down by it; 

19 Every time it sweeps through it will take some of 

you. 

Morning after morning it will surge through 
By day and by night; 

All news will be of unspeakable terror. 

20 The bed is indeed too short for comfort 
And the blanket too narrow for warmth! 

21 For the Lord will rise up as he did on Mount 

Perazim, 

He will be angry as he was in the valley of Gibeon; 
That he may do his deed, strange though it be, 
And work his work, strange as it is. 

22 Now, therefore, stop your mockery 

Or you will be bound more fast than ever. 

For I have heard from the Lord God of hosts 
An order for destruction of the whole land. 

Can men not learn from the methods 
of the farmer? 

23 Now listen closely to my words, 

Hear what I have to say! 

24 Does the ploughman do nothing but plough. 

Is he always opening and breaking down his 
ground? 

25 Surely, once the field is smooth and level, 

Does he not broadcast the dill and scatter the 
cummin, 
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And plant the wheat and barley in rows, 

With vetches sown as a border? 

26 For he is instructed aright 
And taught by his God. 

27 Dill is not threshed with a threshing sledge. 

Nor is a cart-wheel rolled over cummin! 

But dill is threshed with a stick. 

And cummin with a flail. 

28 No one crushes bread-corn to pieces; 

But once the cart-wheel has been driven over it 
A man spreads it out and does not crush it. 

29 This knowledge also comes from the Lord of hosts, 
Whose counsel is wonderful, and whose wisdom is 

great. 


CHAPTER TWENTY-NINE 


Jerusalem will be surrounded 
and marvellously rescued 

1 Jerusalem, God’s hearth and altar. 

Where David set up his camp I 
Let year follow year, 

Let the round of festivals continue; 

2 Yet I will bring trouble upon this hearth and altar, 
And there will be groaning and grief. 

And she shall truly be an altar burning for me! 

3 I will encircle you with an armed camp, 

I will surround you with towers of battle 
And hem you in with siege-works. 

4 Then you will speak as you lie prostrate, 

Your words will come humbly from the earth, 

And weak as the voice of a ghost 

Will be your squeaking from the dust! 
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5 But the army of your enemies shall become like fine 

dust. 

And the army of the ruthless shall be scattered like 
chaff in the wind. 

For suddenly, in the twinkling of an eye, 

6 You will be visited by the Lord of hosts 

With thunder and earthquake and dreadful noise. 
With storm and whirlwind and consuming fire. 

7 The whole horde of nations who take arms against 

Jerusalem, 

Yes, all who besiege and oppress her 
Shall vanish away like a dream of the night. 

8 As when a hungry man dreams he is eating 
And wakes still hungry, 

Or a thirsty man dreams he is drinking 
And wakes with his thirst unquenched. 

So shall it be with the armies of all nations 
Who fight against Mount Zion. 

The Prophet declares the blindness 
of the nation to the truth 

9 Stupefy yourselves, yes, live in a stupor, 

Blind yourselves, yes, live in darkness! 

Fuddle your wits, but not with wine! 

Stagger about, but not through drink! 

10 For the Lord has drowned you in deepest sleep; 
He has closed the eyes of the prophets. 

And muffled the heads of the seers, 

11 So that the word of the Lord 
Is a closed book to you. 

12 (When men give it to a learned man and ask him to 
read it he says, I cannot, it is a closed book. When 
they give it to the illiterate and ask him to read it, he 
says, I cannot read.) 
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The Lord plans a salutary shock for his people 

13 Now the Lord says: 

Because this people draws near to me only in words 
And honours me with no more than lip-service, 

While their hearts are far from me, 

And their reverence for me is a rule they have 
learned by heart; 

14 See, I will deal with them in a way that will aston¬ 

ish them 

And leave them filled with amazement and wonder! 
For the wisdom of their wise men shall be eclipsed 
And the understanding of their clever men be over¬ 
shadowed. 

God is the master , not man 

15 Alas for those who hide their plans from the Lord, 
Whose deeds are done in the dark; 

Who say, Who sees us? Who knows what we do? 

16 Your thoughts are upside down— 

Is the potter so much clay? 

Is the thing that is made to say to its maker, 

He did not make me? 

Can the pot say of the potter, 

He has no sense? 

There will be confusion — 

17 It shall surely not be long before 
Lebanon’s forests turn into fertile fields, 

And fertile fields become like forests! 

—-before final restoration 

18 But in that day the deaf shall hear words from a 

book. 
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And out of their darkness and gloom 
The eyes of the blind shall see. 

19 The humble shall find new joy in the Lord, 

And the poor among men shall rejoice in the Holy 
One of Israel. 

20 For the tyrant’s day shall be over and the scoffer be 

no more. 

All who watched for evil will be wiped out— 

21 Those who destroyed a man with a single word. 
Who perverted the course of justice. 

And defrauded the innocent by a legal quibble. 

The Lord’s people will eventually honour him 
for all that he has done 

22 Therefore the Lord, who rescued Abraham, says this 
concerning Jacob’s house: 

Never again shall Jacob be disgraced, 

Never shall his face grow pale in fear. 

23 For when his children have seen 
All that I have done for them. 

They will honour my name. 

They will honour the Holy One of Jacob, 

And will stand in awe of the God of Israel. 

24 Those who have been faithless will understand the 

truth 

And the obstinate be willing to be taught 


CHAPTER THIRTY 


A warning against the treaty with Egypt 

I Alas for you, you rebellious children, says the Lord, 
Who carry out a plan which is none of mine, 
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Who weave an alliance without my blessing, 

And so add sin to sin; 

2 Who set out to go to Egypt, 

Without seeking any word from me, 

To seek the protection of Pharaoh 
And shelter in the shadow of Egypt. 

5 For the protection of Pharaoh shall prove a hu¬ 

miliation, 

And sheltering in the shadow of Egypt shall prove 
your undoing. 

4 For though he has princes at Zoan 
And his messengers reach Hanes, 
j Everyone shall be ashamed of a nation who is no 
use to them, 

Who can give neither help nor profit 
But only disillusion and disgrace. 

The dangerous and useless journey to Egypt 

6 They go through the heat of the Southland, 
Through a land of drought and anguish, 

The home of the lion and lioness, 

The viper and the flying serpent. 

They carry their riches on the backs of asses. 

And their treasures on the humps of camels, 

To a people who can be of no use to them. 

7 For Egypt’s help is empty and worthless; 

This is why I call her the Spent Whirlwind. 

The Prophet must record 
the people's faithlessness 

8 And now, go in and inscribe this on a tablet 
And write it on a scroll, 

To serve as a lasting witness 
In all the days to come. 

9 For they are a rebellious people. 

Sons who dishonour their father, 
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Children who refuse to hear the teaching of the 
Lord, 

10 Who say to the seers. See nothing, 

And to the prophets, Never tell us what is right 
Speak to us pleasant words, prophesy illusions! 

11 Get out of our way, leave our path clear, 

Let us hear no more of the Holy One of Israel! 

Refusal to trust the Lord will mean disaster 

12 Therefore the Holy One of Israel says this: 

Because you have spurned this warning 
And put your faith in force and intrigue 
And have come to rely on them, 

13 This guilt of yours will be like the crack 
Which runs down the bulge of a collapsing wall. 
Whose crash comes suddenly, in an instant; 

14 Like an earthen pot which is smashed beyond 

repair, 

So that among the fragments 
Not a single piece can be found 
Big enough to carry fire from the hearth 
Or to scoop water from the well. 

15 For the Lord God, the Holy One of Israel, has said: 
In returning and in rest shall you be saved; 

In quietness and confidence shall be your strength. 
But you would not agree; 

16 Instead you answered, 

No, we must have horses to ride. 

Very well, you shall ride—in full retreat! 

We must have swift horses, you say; 

Your pursuers will be swifter still! 

17 A thousand shall flee at the threat of one man 
And ten thousand at the threat of five, 

Till you are left 

Like a flagstaff on top of a mountain 
Or a beacon high on a hill. 
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A promise of forgiveness and prosperity 

18 The Lord is waiting to deal kindly with you; 

His mercy is not yet shown. 

For the Lord is a God of justice, 

Happy are those who wait patiently for him! 

19 You people in Zion, who live in Jerusalem, you shall 
weep no more. For he will be gracious to you when he 

20 hears your cry; and when he hears he will answer you. 
Even though the Lord has given you the bread of ad¬ 
versity and the water of affliction, yet your Teacher 
will no longer be hidden away in a corner; you will 

21 keep your eyes on your Teacher for Guidance. And 
when you might turn to the left or to the right, your 
ears will hear the words of your Guide saying, This is 

22 the path; follow it! Then you will be revolted by the 
silver-covered images which you have carved and the 
gold-plated images which you have cast. You will 
throw them away like dirty rags. Good riddance, 
you will say, to bad rubbish! 

23 Then he will send rain for the seed which you will 
sow in the ground, and the wheat, the fruit of the soil, 
will be rich and plentiful. On that day your cattle will 

24 graze freely in their pastures, and the oxen and young 
asses which till the ground shall be fed with salted 
fodder made from winnowed and shovelled grain. 

25 And on every lofty mountain and on every high hill 

26 there will be streams running with water. The moon¬ 
light will be as bright as sunshine, and the sun will 
shine seven times more brightly, giving seven days 1 
light in one, on the day when the Lord binds up the 
bruises of his people and heals the wounds which his 
blows have inflicted. 

But the Lord is terrible in judgement 

27 See, the Lord himself comes from afar 
Blazing with anger, glorious in majesty! 
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His lips are filled with fury, and his tongue like 
devouring fire; 

28 His coming is like a river in spate 
Flooding up to a man’s neck. 

He comes to riddle the nations in the sieve of 
destruction, 

And to place in the jaws of the peoples 
A bit that will lead them to their doom. 


Various prophecies of divine retribution 1 

30 The Lord will make men hear the voice of his majesty 
and make them see his arm descending to strike in 
fury, in a flame of devastating fire, in a cloudburst, in 

31 a hurricane and a storm of hail. The Assyrians will be 
terror-stricken at the voice of the Lord when they are 

32a struck by his rod, yes, at every stroke of the staff of 
punishment which the Lord lays upon them. 

33 For a fire of destruction has long lain ready. Yes, it 
is fit for a king, a pyre both deep and wide, piled up 
with straw and logs in plenty! The breath of the Lord, 
23d, e like a stream of burning sulphur, will set it ablaze. In 

29 the day when the towers fall, in the day of the great 
massacre, you will sing a song such as you sing in the 
night when a holy feast is kept. You will know the 
gladness of heart which a man feels as he sets out with 
the sound of the flute to go to the mountain of the 
32b Lord, to the Rock of Israel. To the sound of tam¬ 
bourines and lyres the Lord will do battle with the 
Assyrians and shake them till they die!

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CHAPTER THIRTY-ONE 


It is the Lord who can save, not Egypt! 

1 Shame on those who go down to Egypt for help,

Nor seek counsel from the Lord!

If they were like running streams in a dry country, 
And like shadows of a great rock in a weary land; 

3 If the eyes of those who can see were no longer

12 Beat on your breasts in mourning 

For the once pleasant fields, the once fruitful vine; 

13 For the land of my people overgrown with thorns 

and briars, 

For all those happy houses, 

For that city full of joy. 

14 For the palace will be forsaken, 

The bustling city deserted; 

Hill and watch-tower will lie in ruins, 

A stamping-ground for wild asses, 

A pasture for the flocks, 

15a Until there is poured upon us 
The Spirit from on high. 
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Yet in the end there will be peace and security 

15b Then the wilderness shall become a fertile field 
And fertile fields become like forests.

These chapters, which conclude the first part of the 
book of Isaiah, are paralleled almost exactly in 2 Kings 
l8.i3-20.1c). The chief differences in the two accounts 
are (a) the omission in the book of Isaiah of the 
story of Hezekiah's submission and payment of tribute 
(2 Kings 18.14-16); and (b) the addition of the psalm 
of thanksgiving, following Hezekiah's recovery from 
illness. This can be found in Isaiah 38.10-20, although 
most scholars do not consider this psalm to have been 
the work of Isaiah. The American Revised Standard 
Version provides a more accurate and intelligible ver¬ 
sion of the psalm than the familiar Authorised Version. 
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The Book of Micah 


the prophet. Micah, like Amos, is a countryman. But 
unlike Amos he does not come from a bare desert; his 
home at Moresheth is green and fertile, with abundant 
cattle-grazing, cornfields and olive-groves. He has the 
sturdy independence of the man who lives on the land, 
and, being close to scenes of battle, he is contemptuous of 
those who u sit at east in Zion” and do not see the dangers. 

Micah, delivering his message towards the end of the 
century, speaks for the poor, and speaks as one of them. 
He is horrified at the luxurious and degenerate life of the 
city, and realises that he and his fellow-peasants are paying 
for it. In another age he might have led a Peasants ’ Revolt, 
although he was no mere political agitator. It is justice, 
justice between men and a right attitude'towards God 
which are his passionate concern. 


the theme. Micah has no political advice to offer. His 
message is religious and ethical, and very much down to 
earth. He paints a terrible picture of the decay of ordinary 
justice, the abuse of power by the court judges and the 
prevalence of bribery. He speaks of the exploitation of 
the poor and needy, of the rich landowners who are squeez¬ 
ing out those who cannot pay their exorbitant demands. 
Consequently there is widespread misery and degradation. 
The lust for money has invaded the religious sphere and 
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even priest and prophet have grown accustomed to favour¬ 
ing the rich and brow-beating the poor. 

Micah is red-hot with righteous indignation. He sees the 
evils of society not only as the heartless exploitation of 
the weak by the strong, but as a failure to grasp the mean¬ 
ing of true religion. Obedience to the laws of God is 
binding upon rich and poor alike, and the people to whom 
he is speaking have an utterly wrong idea of God. Micah's 
most memorable message is his famous epitome of true 
religion recorded in 6.8. 

Yet Micah, like the other three, holds fast to the hope 
of an eventually purified and restored nation. 


CHAPTER ONE 


1 The word of the Lord which came to Micah of 
Moresheth when he saw the truth about Samaria 
and Jerusalem in the days when Jothan, Ahaz and 
Hezekiah were kings of Judah: 

The Prophet’s warning of judgement 
from the Lord

Let the earth and all that is in it pay heed. 

For the Lord God speaks against you, 

Yes, God from his holy temple. 

3 See, the Lord leaves his dwelling-place 

And comes down to tread upon the high places of 
the earth!

valleys, 

As wax melts before the fire and pours like water. 
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5 All this is because Jacob has rebelled, 

And because the house of Israel has sinned. 

And what is Jacob’s rebellion? Surely it is Samaria! 
What is the house of Judah’s sin? Surely it is Jeru¬ 
salem! 

The Lord speaks 

6 See, I am turning Samaria into a heap of stones in 

a field. 

And I am breaking up her terraces into plots for 
vineyards. 

Yes, I am flinging the stones of her buildings into 
the valleys below, 

Leaving her foundations naked and exposed. 

7 All her images are smashed to pieces; 

The shrines that she bought with her shame are 
burning in the fire, 

And all that she worshipped I am utterly destroying. 
For the price of her unfaithfulness pays for her 
betrayal! 

The Prophet speaks 

8 This is why I wail and lament; 

This is why I go naked and barefoot! 

I howl like a jackal and mourn like the daughters 
of the desert. 

9 For Samaria has suffered a mortal blow; 

Already it strikes into Judah, and reaches to the 

gate of my own people, 

Even to Jerusalem! 

1 he Prophet looks at the little towns and puns 
bitterly over their place-names 

io So then, in Gath where tales are told, breathe not 
a word! 
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In Acco, the town of Weeping, shed no tear! 

In Aphrah, the house of Dust, grovel in the dust! 

ii And you who live in Shaphir, the Beauty-town, 
move on, for your shame lies naked! 

You who live in Zaanan, the town of Marching, 
there is no marching for you now! 

And Beth-ezel, standing on the hillside, can give 
no foothold in her sorrow, 

/2 The men of Maroth, that town of Bitterness, wait 
tremblingly for good, 

But disaster has come down from the Lord, to the 
very gate of Jerusalem! 

13 Now, you who live in Lachish, the town far-famed 

for horses, 

Take your swiftest steeds, and hitch them to your 
chariots! 

For the daughter of Zion’s sin began with you, 

And in you was found the source of Israel’s re¬ 
bellion.

They break a man and his household; 

Yes, they crush him and all his rightful inheritance. 

God speaks to the exploiters

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God speaks of events after the judgement 

12 I will most surely gather you all together again, O 

Jacob; 

I will most surely bring home the survivors of 
Israel. 

I will bring them all together like sheep into a fold, 
A crowd of men noisy as a flock in its pasture. 

13 Their leader has broken out, they have opened a 

gap; 

They have passed through the gate and gone out 
by itl 

Their king shall proceed before them, 

With the Lord at the head of them all. 


CHAPTER THREE 


The Prophet denounces the leaders and rulers 

1 Then I said. 

Listen, now, you leaders of Jacob, ' 

And rulers of the house of Israel! 

Are you not the guardians of justice? 

2 Yes, you who hate the good and love the evil! 

You tear the hide off my people, 

3 You tear the flesh from their bones. 

You eat the flesh of my people. 

You rip off their skin. 

You break their bones and chop them into pieces, 
Like meat in a cooking-pot, 

Like flesh stewing in a cauldron. 
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Disaster will come to them 

4 The day will come when they will cry to the Lord, 
But he will not heed them.

CHAPTER SIX

1 Listen now to the word 
Which the Lord has spoken;

2 Hear, you mountains, the complaint of the Lord, 
And listen, you deep-laid foundations of the earth!

And brings his argument against Israel:

3 My people, what have I ever done to you? 

How have I ever brought you down? Tell me! 

4 Did I not bring you up out of the land of Egypt? 
Did I not set you free from the house of slavery? 

It was I who sent Moses, Aaron and Miriam to 

lead you. 

5 Remember, my people, what Balak, King of Moab, 

planned, 

Remember how Balaam, son of Beor, answered 
him I 

Remember all that happened from Shittim to 
Gilgal, 

That you may be sure that the Lord is strong to 
save. 

The exaggeration of the “religious” approach — 

6 How shall I come into the presence of the Lord, 
And bow myself low before the most high God? 
Shall I approach him with burnt-offerings—with 

calves a full year old? 

7 Will the Lord be pleased with thousands of rams, 
With ten thousand rivers of oil? 

Shall I give my first-born to pay for my own mis¬ 
deeds— 

The fruit of my flesh for the sin of my soul? 

•—is brought down to earth by the Prophet 

8 You know well enough, Man, what is good! 

For what does the Lord require from you, 

But to be just, to love mercy, 

And to walk humbly with your God? 
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The Lord’s urgent words 

9 Listen! The voice of the Lord cries out to the city, 
(And it is wise to revere his name): 

Hear this, you people and council of the city! 

10 Can I forget the ill-gotten hoards in the houses of 

wicked men? 

Can I forget the infamous practice of giving short 
measure? 

11 How can I consider a man pure with his loaded 

balances 

And his bag of false weights? 

12 The rich among you are full of violence, 

Your citizens are liars every one. 

The Lord's judgement is an 
inevitable consequence 

13 Therefore I will begin my attack upon you. 

And will bring you down to ruin for your sins; 

14 You will eat but you will not be satisfied. 

For there will be famine in your heart. 

You may store, but you will never save, 

And what you save I will surrender to the sword. 

15 You will sow, but you will not reap; 

You will tread the olives, but you will not anoint 
yourselves with oil. 

You will tread the grapes, but you will not drink 
the wine. 

16 For you are walking by the rules of Ornri, 

And aping the ways of the house of Ahab. 

These are the counsels which you have followed. 
And they compel me to bring you to ruin. 

And make your inhabitants an object of scorn. 

So that you become the laughing-stock of all 
peoples.

6 For the son treats his father with contempt, 

And the daughter defies her mother; 
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The daughter-in-law rebels against her mother-in-

And a man’s enemies are those of his own house¬ 
hold. 

A psalm of confidence in the "Lord 

But as for me, my eyes look for the Lord. 

I will wait for the God who will save me; 

Yes, my God will deliver me! 

Never exult over me, my enemy— 

When I fall, I shall rise again; 

When I sit in darkness, 

The Lord shall be my light. 

I will endure the displeasure of the Lord, 

(For I have sinned against him),

came out of Egypt! 

For all nations shall see his power

Let them put their hands to their mouths; let their 
ears be deafened. 

17 May they lick the dust like serpents, like the worms 

of the earth. 

May they come trembling out of their hiding-places, 
And cower in fear before the Lord our God. 

The Prophet addresses the Lord 
in complete trust 

18 Where else is a God like you, who forgives trans¬ 

gression and passes over wrong? 

For the sake of his people’s survivors he does not 
store his anger for ever, 

But delights in showing mercy. 
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jp He will come back, he will pity us. 

He will trample our sins under his feet. 

Yes, you will cast all our sins into the depths of 
the sea; 

20 You will show your faithfulness to Jacob, your true 
love to Abraham, 

As you have sworn to our fathers, from the days of 
long ago. 
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
